There are those who dislike Christmas. 
To them it is a heart-killing spectacle of 
commercialism and business promotion, a 
sacred day so much violated by the world 
that, they feel, Christians should have 
no part in it. And we can easily under- 
stand their point of view. 

But there are also deep values in 
Christmas. It is a time of the softening 
of the heart for the cynical and a time of 
instruction for the young. 

Who does not carry deep in his heart 
the memories of yesteryears—of other 
Christmas days? Of caroling on Christ- 
mas Eve as youthful voices ring out 
through the crisp night? Of cheerily 
lighted windows opened softly to hear the 
glad news of the Saviour’s birth sung 
once again, while on that same night it 
is being sung all around the world? 

And we remember wakening on Christ- 
mas morning very early, and rushing out 
to see the packages under the Christmas 
tree all camouflaged by gay wrapping 
paper and ribbon . .. gathering at family 
prayers to hear again the old, old Christ- 
mas story told once more ... all the 
family kneeling there, before the throne 
of grace, in gratitude for God’s great 
gift of His Son, and for another good 
year of God’s blessing . . . another year 
of joy because Jesus came. 

When at last the gifts are opened, the 
morning must be spent in trying out the 
toys, while mother and dad begin their 
ritual of opening the Christmas cards and 
thinking of many friends ... and the 
house becomes full of the lovely odor of 
the goose browning in the oven and the 
cranberry sauce on the stove. 

Finally come the guests, and with joy- 
ous, grateful hearts the huge table is 
filled to overflowing. Then the games in 
the parlor, and when the early winter 
evening sets in, there are the final snacks 
for the departing guests, the chores to be 
done ...a long pleasant evening with 
new books .. . and a warm, snug bed. 
Heart-warming memories. 

Memories are not only the heritage of 
the Christian. They belong in what some 
have called the realm of universal grace 
—God’s good gifts of homely joys and 
family happiness that, like the sunshine 
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and the rain, may fall on all alike. 

It is just at this point that Christmas 
gives us our greatest spiritual opportu- 
nity, for it is a time when hearts are 
softer, spirits brighter, the Christ Child 
more gently seen by sinning hearts, 
though they understand little as yet of 
God’s plan. 

If unsaved friends and_ backsliding 
Christians will come to church only at 
Christmastime, we rejoice at the oppor- 
tunity to invite them and tell them of 
Jesus. If friends who know not the Lord 
gladly receive our cards at Christmas- 
time, we will send them messages from 
heaven. 

Christmas is a time of opportunity to 
reach hard hearts that become soft to 
memories of home. We would point 
every weary wanderer to another home 
where Christmas never ends, where the 
gifts of God through Christ forever flow 
to hearts that stand at peace. 


On Reading the Bible 


This month the American Bible Society 
again performs a notable service to Chris- 
tians everywhere, and to their non-Chris- 
tian friends, in sponsoring “world-wide 


Bible reading.” A series of suggested 
daily Bible readings have been chosen, to 
be read by people all around the world 
during the days from Thanksgiving to 
Christmas. 

This Bible reading plan began during 
the war. Officials of the society heard 
the story of the blessing that came to a 
mother and her overseas son who were 
each reading the same Scripture portion 
each day in their meditations. The same 
blessing, the Bible Society officials de- 
cided, could also come to others. 

Now in its fifth year, the program is 
propagated by the use of book marks 
listing the Scriptures to be read each 
day (see page 298). Last year fourteen 
million copies were distributed, and 
twenty million reproduced in newspapers, 
trade journals, house organs, church cal- 
endars, and other publications. The book 
marks were used last year in such widely 
scattered places as Istanbul, Saudi Ara- 
bia, Athens, Cairo, Bankok, Shanghai, 
Manila, in Europe, Africa and Latin 
America. 


Possibly the most encouraging results, 
however, from the Thanksgiving to 
Christmas program is the rapid growth 
in the demand for the Bible Society’s list 
for daily readings for the entire year. 
Three-quarters of a million of these were 
requested in 1947, a million this year, and 
a much larger edition is anticipated for 
1949. 

Many readers of Moopy MONTHLY al- 
ready have their own reading course 
which they will not wish to interrupt. 
For them also there is value in this plan 
as they suggest it to their friends—a sug- 
gestion that can change a life. When 
people begin to read the Word of God 
things happen. 


If We Believe 


A Bible-reading people are a Bible- 
sharing people, and they share not only 
the Word of God and its message, which 
is the fruit of all good works, but they 
also share their substance with those in 
need. 

This month special appeals are being 
made for funds for the study and pre- 
vention of polio and tuberculosis. Many 
readers of Moopy MONTHLY will want to 
contribute. ; 

But the Christian can do more than 
give of his money. How easy it would be 
for God to reveal the secret of a cure for 
polio and tuberculosis if God’s children 
asked Him to, through prayer. How long 
after such prayer before an announce- 
ment would be made of a great medical 
discovery? 


The Tragedy of Lawless Christians 


A spirit of selfishness, a spirit of anti- 
nomianism, of lawlessness sometimes 
characterizes those who name the name 
of the Lord Jesus. 

When we see that in the world, we 
deprecate it, but in some measure we 
must expect the worldling to reflect such 
an attitude because he is under the dom- 
ination of him who is lawless, that is, the 
devil. But we don’t expect it in the life 
of the child of God. 

A recent letter from a field director of 
one of the well-known missions, who had 
been asked his opinion on missionary 
preparation, gave this strangely signifi- 
cant reply: 

“Frankly, it is the conviction of many 
of us that the greatest contribution which 
Christian institutions in the homeland 
can make in this regard lies in the cul- 
tivation of a spirit of discipline and of 
submission to the Lord and to those 
under whom they serve. 

“Without being unduly pessimistic 
about present-day trends in evangelical 
circles, we sometimes feel that there is a 
very superficial emphasis in many quar- 
ters, with the result that young people 
tend to think more of what they can get 
rather than what they can give, even in 
such fields as full-time Christian service. 
They cannot be too frequently reminded 
that the Christian life is the life of a 
soldier, and that it necessarily involves 
discipline and hardship.” 

That cuts athwart the common, every- 
day conception of things. We are more 
concerned about what we get than what 
we give—we are more concerned about 
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ease and comfort than we are about the 
will of God, and the hardship and the 
rigor that will be ours if we wholly fol- 
low the Lord our God. 

The Lord speaks to us through His 
Word in clear tones when He says, “Not 
looking each of you to his own things, 
but each of you also to the things of 
others.” How important it is for the 
Christian to be careful about his actions 
toward others. If we are truly taught 
of the Holy Spirit, we will be considerate 
of others ... of their feelings .. . of 
their views. We may not agree with 
them, but we'll be considerate. We'll not 
be selfish and plow ahead simply to get 
our own way. The Spirit of God doesn’t 
do things that way; and if we are truly 
taught of the Spirit of God, we'll give 
thought our actions. 

Benjamin Franklin tells us that there 
are certain virtues which ought to be 
cultivated. He enumerates in his writ- 
ings some nine or ten of them, and gives 
something from his own experience as to 
how to go about trying to cultivate these 
virtues. We say nothing against that 
particular procedure for the worldling, 
but if we are born of the Holy Spirit, He 
. is living in us and He will teach us these 
things if we live close enough to the Lord 
. . . if our minds and hearts are satu- 
rated with the Word of God ... if in 
prayer we spend the time necessary to be 
quiet before God and let Him speak. 


It is the work of the Spirit of God to 
produce the fruit that He alone can pro- 
duce—the love and the joy . . . the peace 
. .. the longsuffering . . . the kindness 
... the fruitfulness ... the goodness... 
the meekness . . . the self-control. 


In other words, if we claim to be born 
of the Spirit of God, and if we claim to 
be taught of the Spirit of God and are 
not considerate of others, there is some- 
thing wrong. The fault is not the Spirit 
of God's. The fault is in us. May God 
deliver us from the spirit of the age, the 
spirit of lawlessness. : 

Someone says, “Well, it’s very well for 
the field director of a mission to talk that 
way about being in submission to those 
over you, because that would make it a 
little easier for him.” Yes, and the work 
of the mission will be a bit better. If we 
want to go back to the days of the Book 
of Judges when everyone did that which 
was right in his own eyes, we may do so, 


but we will do so at the peril of a united 
testimony for God. 

Let us be taught of the Spirit of God. 
Let us not shy away from this matter of 
discipline, this matter of submission, this 
matter of selfishness in consideration of 
others, not looking each of us to his own 
things, but each of us also to the things 
of others. 

God hasn’t called us to a life of ease. 
He hasn’t placed our pathway along a 
bed of roses. There’s hardship, there’s 
rigor, there’s nothing short of death to 
self for the Christian who will go all the 
way with God. (From a chapel talk by 
President Culbertson) 


No Sermons! 


We are not easily upset, but this seems 
too much to swallow without at least one 
cry of pain. The Protestant Episcopal 
Church went on the air October 1 with 
weekly half-hour coast-to-coast radio 
programs which do not contain sermons, 
Bible readings or prayers. 

Instead, the broadcast series opened 
with a twenty-two minute production of 
a scene from “Cyrano de Bergerac,” and 
continued with other dramatic plays in- 
stead of sermons. 

We are all in favor of Christians en- 
gaging in humanitarian enterprises as an 
expression of the love of Christ in their 
hearts, but we are far from certain that 
“Cyrano de Bergerac” will be very helpful 
to anyone. The Christian Church has a 
far greater message than this—a message 
of eternal life that millions want to hear. 

This appears to be one more symptom 
of the decadence of the visible Church, 
another case of fiddling while Rome 
burns. But this time it is the world in 
flames, while the Church plays happily 
near by.

Farewell, But Not for Long 


William Norton, of Moody Bible Insti- 
tute, passed into eternity Saturday, Octo- 
ber 23. He went immediately into the 
presence of the King of glory, and was 
there rejoicingly received by herald bands 
of angels who introduced him to his Lord 
whom he loved. It was a startling con- 
trast to his last days here on earth where, 
in a hospital room, he had been sur- 
rounded for long periods by the shifting 
clouds of the darkness of unconscious- 
ness. And when lucid moments came, 
he could not speak except once a few 
days before he left, when he said a firm 
“Amen” as we prayed that the surround- 
ing presence of the peaceiul Saviour be 
closely with him as he passed over to the 
other side. A 

We prayed, too, that his mantle might 
fall seven-fold upon us who would re- 
main here to take up the task he left 
when on September 1, in his eighty-sec- 
ond year, he spent the last day in his 
office on the fifth floor of Crowell Hall. 

William Norton’s vision was that of 
world-wide Christian literature. Dwight 
L. Moody brought him to Chicago from 
Mt. Hermon, Mass., in 1897 to head up 
Moody’s dream of an inexpensive pocket 
book library of the world’s best Christian 
books. This work later grew into the 
large proportions of the Bible Institute 
Colportage Association (BICA), one of 
the first of the Christian publishing 
houses, which in 1941 became part of 
Moody Bible Institute. : 

Free literature was also part of the 
dream begun by Mr. Moody and vastly 
expalided by Mr. Norton. Last year free 
library sets of Christian books were sent 
to 5,000 grade schools; 6,000,000 tracts and 
books were sent to the ends of the earth. 
This ministry will continue through the 
Institute’s Colportage Division, of which 
Mr. Norton was director. 

We cannot sorrow in this our loss. His 
work was done. His was not an untimely 
death, as men of the world might think 
of a godly youth too soon cut off. He was 
an old man full of years, full of piety. 
He was a man respected above all by his 
own employees, who loved him for his 
exacting sternness in the Lord, his de- 
manding that the Christian give full 
measure of time and accuracy, as Chris-

If there is one thing above anything 
else which Satan desires, it is that the 
child of God should doubt or disbelieve 
his existence and personality. But if 
there is one thing above all others that 
the Bible presents concerning Satan, it 
is his personality. It teaches us very 
definitely that he is more than a mere 
power or influence; he is a person. It 
attributes every known faculty to him: 
he can walk, he can talk, he can see, he 
can fight. He has perception; he has ap- 
preciation; and, worst of all, he has de- 
ception. Since he has all the attributes 
of personality, according to Scripture, 
why should we doubt that he is a real 
person and that he tries to work in 
mankind. 

Satan once held one of the highest po- 
sitions in the ranks of the angels, but he 
rebelled against God, and this is why 
sin was found in him. The Bible does 
not tell us how all this was possible; it 
merely presents the fact that he aspired 
to become as God, and influenced many 
angels to follow him in open rebellion 
against God. From that time until now 
he has been the avowed enemy of Christ, 
and is animated with the malignant pur- 
pose of seeking to stamp out everything 
that bears the image of God. 

This fact is clearly traceable through- 
out the annals of history, and is even 
more pronounced in the glorious history 









of redemption. All through Scripture we 
can see how Satan has contested every 
development in the scheme of redemption 
and has worked assiduously in every age 
to thwart the purpose of God. Even today 
he works through God’s children to stem 
the progress of the gospel and render 
believers impotent in their work. 


Now. THE QUESTION may be 
raised, “What is hindering Satan in 
working freely through believers?” The 
answer is, he looks for someone who will 
give him “place”’—a chance to work. He 
cannot enter in where a believer is con- 
cerned unless the believer grants him 
permission, and, sad to say, too often 
the saints of God do aid the devil in 
his malicious work. Some are very effec- 
tive agents in the accomplishment of the 
devil’s purpose. Let us therefore consider 
the question, How do we give place to 
the devil? 

Undoubtedly the greatest of all the 
causes of giving place to Satan is not 
abiding in Christ. As Christians, we must 
never lose sight of the fact that since 
Christ is the One whose blood has 
cleansed us from sin and whose death 
and resurrection have imputed righteous- 
ness, He is also the One from whom we 
must receive our daily nourishment. 

It is the Lord as the Vine in whom we 
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are called upon to abide. John 15 reveals 
this beautiful and intimate relationship 
which the believer should have with 
Christ in his everyday experience. “Christ 
in us and we in Christ” is the blessed 
truth of the relationship which should 
exist, and which will exist if we desire 
it to. 

Are we at all times in intimate contact 
with Christ, having nothing at all be- 
clouding the realm of our communion? 
Is there that close walk with our Lord 
moment by moment without anything 
coming in to interfere? Do we find 
ourselves momentarily depending upon 
Christ for life, substance, power, yea, 
for our very existence? That is what 
is meant by abiding in Christ. 

It is sad, but nevertheless true, that 
many of God’s children are not thus 
abiding. They are not drawing their sub- 
stance for life from the only pure source, 
the True Vine, but they are continually 
running to the devil’s springs to try to 
eke out an existence. There is not in- 
timacy and closeness of walk in their 
lives, but a great gap between them 
and Christ, which gives the devil ample 
sphere for working through and walking 
between the believer and Christ. 

Ah, Christian, when will you realize 
that there is no true spiritual life out- 
side of abiding in Christ? You may have 
an existence, but what a miserable exist- 
ence! Our Lord said, “Without me, ye 
can do nothing.” 


No wonder, then, that we find so many' 


unsaved people saying, “I wouldn’t go to 
that church; those people are just a 
bunch of hypocrites.” It must make all 
the imps of hell laugh and cause heaven 
to blush when they see the saints of God 
being used as mere puppets, turned this 
way and that at the devil’s pull. How 
sad! But what a dreadful reality that 
the saints of God, because they do not 
abide in Christ, help the devil in his work 
of damning souls and hindering the gos- 
pel of Christ and the mission of the 
Church. 


,/ way in which we 
give the devil a sphere of activity in our 
lives is by neglecting the appointed means 
we have to abide in Christ—studying the 
Word and prayer. Although these are 
continually being emphasized, they need 
to be iterated and reiterated, again and 
again, until the Christian will see the 
indispensable place they hold in his life. 

What place does the Word of God have 
in your life? Is your Bible left on the 
shelf to accumulate dust? Do you just 
barely read it, saying you haven’t more 
time for it? Most people have time every 
day to read the newspapers; others have 
time for what they consider their treas- 
ure houses of fiction, but they have no! 
time for the Word of God. We can be 
sure that when our minds are filled with 
fiction and our hearts centered upon the 
events of the world, the devil will soon 
be using our faculties, both mental and 
physical, to his advantage. Only constant 
feeding upon the Word will enable us to 
repel the enemy of our souls. 

What place has prayer in our experi- 
ence? What about that private prayer 
closet—when were you in it last? How 
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long has it been since you got away from 
the voice of the world and the hustle of 
life and had quiet communion with your 
Saviour? If your prayer life has fallen 
off there is only one reason—Satan has 
found a place in you. 

The devil is busy keeping you busy. 
He will do all he can to keep you from 
prayer. He will make you so busy that 
you will have no time for anything but 
work. He will get you so tired that you 
will have no desire for anything but 
sleep. He will give you ten thousand and 
one different excuses why you shouldn’t 
go to prayer meeting, but I will give you 
one all-consummating reason why you 
should be there: because your soul needs 
it.

are fortified~against the onslaughts of 
the devil. 

By allowing Satan thus to separate us 
from the Word and prayer, we bring 
very sorrowful results in our lives. It 
takes us farther away from Christ and 
renders us more susceptible to Satan’s 
attacks. We become indifferent in soul, 
careless in life, and backslidden in heart, 
but worst of all, a useful weapon for 
the hands of Satan. 


a OF ALL the ways in 
which we give place to the devil the most 


noticeable is our inconsistency. Incon- 
sistencies in the lives of Christians do 
more to help the devil’s cause and keep 
lost sinners from finding Christ than any 
other single reason. We have what we 
may call shortcomings, or failures, or 


even peculiarities, but most of them 
should be called by their right name— 
sins. It is these things that make the 
Christian, and consequently the Church, 
full of inconsistencies. 

There are three main things in the 
hearts of Christians that result in in- 
consistency — indifference, coldness and 
worldliness. These are out of keeping 
with a Christian’s profession and don’t 
belong in his heart. Because of indif- 
ference to the things of the Lord, cold- 
ness entered, with the result that the 
soul was pulled through the slough of 
worldliness to seek to pacify itself. 

To those who read this, who once knew 
the warmth of real fellowship in the 
Saviour, but have allowed indifference to 
creep in so that now there is no response 
to the things of the Lord, won’t you 
realize the foolishness of it all? These 
things will never satisfy your soul. You 
are only giving place to the devil and af- 
fording a sphere of operation whereby he 
may carry out his purpose through you. 

Through our lives, actions and words 
we are causing the conscience of sinners 
to be hushed to the voice of the con- 
victing Spirit. They look upon the be- 
liever in all his indifference to the things 
of: the Lord, his coldness of heart, his 
long face over the circumstances of life, 
and turn their backs, saying, “Humph! 
They tell us there is something real in 
Christianity; they tell us there is joy in 
knowing your sins are forgiven, that 
there is peace in Christ. But look at 
them! We don’t want anything to do 
with such hypocrisy.” 

What dreadful consequences, that by 
our failure to abide in Christ, to feed 
on the Word, to enter into the prayer 
chamber, and to live consistently, we 
give place to the devil, aid him in 
his mission to damn souls and restrain 
the Spirit’s working! Should not this 
cause us to hang our heads in shame 
and have sadness grip our hearts at such 
realization? 


W. FEEL MOVED to cry out, 
“How can we assure ourselves that we 
will not give place to the devil, or allow 
him any opportunity to use us to accom- 
plish his purposes?” 

Ephesians 6 answers that question 
most definitely. Our foe may be strong; 
he may be subtle; he may be wise; he 
may be cunning, but we are assured of 
victory over every one of his tactics if 
we put on the whole armor of God. We 
are commanded to use the provisions the 
Lord has made for us in this fierce con- 
flict, which is being waged “not against 
flesh and blood, but against principali- 
ties, and powers,” the hidden realms of 
darkness, yea, even the archenemy Satan 
himself. 

If you will study each piece of armor 
named and realize its significance, you 
will find it distinctively refers to some 
phase of the person and work of Jesus 
Christ. He is God’s provision for every 
conflict with the foe. As Paul says, “Put 
ye on the Lord Jesus Christ,” or in other 
words, “Abide in Christ.” This is the 
secret of repelling all satanic attacks.

And then, I could see you, as you say 
you were the other day, sitting there in 
that sunny bay window, looking out at 
all the busy life below, trying to read 
your Bible, and all the time the words 
would blur into a meaningless jumble. 
All you could see was the wonderful past 
and its successes, the whirl of busy days, 
especially after you’d come forward in 
the meetings and were so active in the 
young people’s group ... And when you 
tried to picture the future, the succes- 
sion of interminable days stretching on 
into months and years and YEARS, sud- 
denly the smoldering rebellion you’d 
hardly known was there swept over you 
and engulfed you, like an avalanche from 
the very pit of hell itself ... that pre- 
cious Bible was flung from you, and 
there you were, screaming and scream- 
ing, your clenched fists beating the sides 
of the chair which held you captive, 
your heart and lips crying out in frustra- 
tion and rage and despair against the 
God who had allowed this thing to come 
upon you...

E ARE Now in the rush of Christ- 
mas shopping. To the best of 
our ability we have listed the 


names of all the friends and rel- 
atives whom we wish to remember with 
presents. But the chances are ten to 
one that when the glad day finally ar- 
rives we shall find that we have made 
one or more distressing omissions. 
What to give to those we love is often 
a very real problem, for we naturally 
want to select the most suitable remem- 
brances for the various individuals on 
our Christmas list. And yet even at best 
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we are bound to make some mistakes. 

With all the fuss and strain of Christ- 
mas shopping there is, nevertheless, a 
real joy and satisfaction in buying gifts 
for those who are dear to us. We look 
forward to the happy surprises we are 
keeping in store for other members of 
the family circle. It is hard to wait until 
the time comes for all these joyous se- 
crets to be unwrapped. 

But because of the trouble and expense 
attendant upon the increasing commer- 
cialization of this holiday season, Christ- 
mas has become for all too many men 


and women something of a bugbear to be 
faced and borne with grim fortitude. 
What a pity that such should be the 
case! For material gifts are a sort of 
parable or analogy of what ought to take 
place in the religious experience of those 
who appreciate the deeper meaning of 
Christmas. 


W. DO NOT NEED to be re- 
minded that on Christmas Day we com- 
memorate the coming into the world of 
Jesus Christ to be the Saviour from sin. 
Christ was, indeed, God’s supreme gift 
to a lost world. 

Let us not, however, fix our eyes too 
much on the past, whether viewed from 
the standpoint of history or of personal 
experience. While it is true that Jesus 
was born once for all in the flesh in the 
little town of Bethlehem nearly two 
thousand years ago, it is just as much a 
fact that He is ever being born anew 
spiritually in the hearts of penitent sin- 
ners. 

God gave Christ for the world in the 
incarnation. But He wants to give Him 
to every soul who will accept Him. In 
fact, apart from such personal appropria- 
tion the gift of Christ for the world 
avails nothing so far as the individual is 
concerned. The Father longs to bestow 
His Son as a personal gift upon an ever- 
increasing number of receptive souls. 
Can He make use of us as His messen- 
gers in the furtherance of this precious 
objective? The giving out of Christmas 
baskets to the poor and needy is a 
blessed custom in many churches. But 
how incomparably more blessed to let 
God send us forth to bring the Christ of 
Christmas to men and women who, re- 
gardless of their temporal lot in life, are 
spiritually destitute and eternally lost 
without Him. 

We dwell much upon the thought of 
God’s gift of Christ to us; and it is well 
that we do so, for we can never begin to 
exhaust the riches of this great truth. 
But there is a companion theme of pro- 
found significance that we are all too 
prone to neglect, that of God’s gift of us 
to Christ. 

In reading the prayer of the Lord Jesus 
for His disciples recorded in John 17, our 
hearts are strangely warmed as we note 
how again and again the Saviour refers 
gratefully to His apostles, and to all who 
should be brought into the fold through 
their witness, as those whom the Father 
had given to Him; they were God’s gift 
of love to His Son. And it is just as 
thrillingly true that all believers in Jesus, 
of every time and place, have been given 
to Him by the Father. 

All this being so, does it not hold true 
that when we engage in personal evan- 
gelism we are used of God not only in 
giving Christ to souls, but also in giving 
souls to Christ. Thus we are privileged 
to contribute to the bliss of the Father in 
bestowing new-born souls upon His Son, 
and to deepen the joy of the Saviour in 
receiving such souls as gifts of love from 
the hand of His Father. What an un- 
speakably precious and sacred ministry is 
ours as soul-winners! 

But we need not confine our thinking 
on this theme of Christmas gifts to the 
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initial experience of conversion. While 
it is gloriously true that the very moment 
we yield ourselves in faith to Jesus He 
becomes our Saviour for time and eter- 
nity, we must not overlook the fact that 
we may enter into a progressively fuller 
appropriation of the treasures of grace 
that are at our disposal in Him.

W HAT DO You want for 
Christmas?” May we not hear God ad- 
dressing this question to our hearts as 
we draw nearer to the day when we cele- 
brate the birth of His Son in the Bethle- 
hem manger? How shall we answer? 
What do we deep down in our hearts 
really want most from God this Christ- 
mas? Surely even the costliest articles 
of a material nature would be but gilt 
and tinsel in comparison with the price- 
less treasures in Jesus Christ that are 
ours for the asking. Why, then, are we 
so easily satisfied with our present pos- 
sessions and meager attainments in 
grace? 

How can we be roused out of our apathy 
with reference to the rich gifts in Christ 
that God waits to bestow upon us if we 
will but ask Him? A look into the de- 
pleted stock in the storerooms of the 
soul should cause us to turn to the Lord 
for spiritual replenishment. As we gaze 
upon the shattered ideals, broken reso- 
lutions, tattered patience, threadbare 
courage, rusty convictions, and faded 
dreams that litter up so much of our 
inner life, how can we help but beseech 
God to equip us anew this Christmas 
season with those graces of the Spirit 
that will enable us to be spiritually well- 
dressed and to live triumphantly for our 
Master from start to finish of the new 
year that is just around the corner? 

Who of us, regardless of how well off 
we may happen to be in this world’s 
goods, does not at some time or other 
think of how we could make very profit- 
able use of a little more money than we 
happen to have in our possession? It is 
not always easy to refrain from envying 
those who enjoy a higher degree of finan- 
cial prosperity than we do. If only we 
had some of their dollars to spend on 
things we have wanted for years! 

Would that we were one-half as eagerly 
desirous of attaining to the spiritual af- 
fluence of Christlike followers of the 
Master, whose attainments in grace are 
far and away beyond anything we have 
ever acquired. If only we coveted spir- 
itual riches as passionately as we seek to 
swell our bank accounts! A wealth of 


,iaith punctures a faith in wealth. 


Those of us who have ever had occa- 
sion to take a small boy through a large 
store around Christmastime can well re- 
call how he clamored for almost every- 
thing in sight, especially in the toy de- 
partment. How trustfully he told Santa 
Claus what he wanted. May we not this 
Christmastime make our way anew 
through the pages of God’s Word, until 
our hearts are so inflamed with longing 
at the sight of all the treasures of truth 
and grace spread before us on every hand 
that we can rest content with nothing 
less than God’s best for us in the way of 
spiritual enrichment. 
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| CHRISTMAS Days should 
challenge us not only to a fuller appro- 
priation of what Christ has to give to us, 
but also to a more complete dedication of 
what we have at our command to give 
to Him. He longs for hearts and lives 
wholly yielded to Him, that upon them 
He may exercise His creative love and 
grace to the full. 

The happiness that the artist finds in 
reproducing upon canvas the glories of a 
majestic landscape, the delight that a 
florist takes in laboring in his garden 
until it is abloom with flowers of every 
variety of color and fragrance, the satis- 
faction that the poet’ experiences as he 
puts his glowing thoughts into deathless 
rhyme—all these are but faintly illus- 
trative of the bliss flooding the heart of 
our Saviour as through the Holy Spirit 
He works out His eternal and gracious 
purposes in the lives of those who have 
given themselves to Him in wholehearted 
surrender. 

Such reflections as these should prove 
an incentive to renewed devotion to our 
Lord. Let us pray our God to show us 
what He most wants from us at this 
Christmastime, and then let us gladly 
give Him all that He asks, regardless of 
what it may cost us in the way of hard- 


ship, danger, or sacrifice. What more 
fitting day than Christmas for a re- 
newed giving of ourselves to Jesus Christ 
for His service? 

As a matter of common courtesy, we 
express our thanks by word of mouth or 
in letters to those who remember us with 
Christmas gifts. Our real appreciation, 
however, is shown in the use we make of 
the gifts we have received and the en- 
joyment we derive from them. How a 
father grieves when his children seem 
to neglect and find no satisfaction in 
costly gifts that he has bought for them 
at Christmastime. And surely our Father 
in heaven must sorrow when He beholds 
His blood-bought children treating with 
indifference and lukewarm response the 
Christ He has given them at such infinite 
cost. Let us bring happiness to our Fa- 
ther this Christmas by taking renewed 
delight in Jesus. 

According to Romans 8:32, the gift of 
Christ is the measure of God’s immeas- 
urable love.

Five Major Displacements 


VERYBODY, believer and unbeliever 

alike, is asking this twofold ques- 

tion: “What is wrong with the 

world, and can we expect perma- 
nent peace?” Something is radically 
wrong, and on every hand people are 
asking, “What is it?” 

The Word of God makes clear that 
there are at least five major displace- 
ments in the world. With these displace- 
ments there is naturally a derangement

of the whole. Take our bodies, as an il- 
lustration: If our kidneys, lungs, heart, 
liver and stomach were out of place, 
what kind of a body would we have? The 
same would apply to any organization, 
local, national or international. 

Things cannot be right while they are 
wrong. It would seem unnecessary to say 
such a thing, yet that very thing needs 
to be said just now. When Paul and his 
associates came to Thessalonica the mul- 
titude said: “These that have turned the 
world upside down are come hither also” 
(Acts 17:6). That is precisely what the 
world needs, for things are wrong side up. 

We have witnessed the spectacle of the 
world’s diplomats gathered to bring about 
“world peace” and “to make war impos- 
sible,” without the slightest attempt to 
diagnose the world’s disease. Universal 
peace is what God has promised (Isa. 
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2:1-5), but God tells us also how it will 
come about. The world will not be right 
until these five displacements are righted. 
Since these are wholly and only in God’s 
power to right, we must wait, and in the 
meantime finish the only work He has 
given us to do—making Christ known to 
all the earth . .. preaching the gospel 
to every creature . . . evangelizing the 
world in this generation. 


ues FIRST MAJOR displace- 
ment is the Church. 

The true Church is a separated body 
made up of individuals who have been 
born again and called out of this world 
into vital relationship with the Lord 
Jesus Christ. This mystical body is not 
to be confused with what the world calls 
Christendom. The true Church is a per- 
sonality and is represented in the Scrip- 
ture as a chaste virgin. Said Paul: “For 
I am jealous over you with godly jeal- 
ousy; for I have espoused you to one 
husband, that I may present you as a 
chaste virgin to Christ” (II Cor. 11:2). 

The real citizenship of the true Chris- 
tian is in heaven (Phil. 3:20, R.V.). We 
are “not of this world” (John 17:14). We 
are strangers and pilgrims here (I Pet. 
2:11). Heaven is our home. We look for 
a city whose Maker and Builder is God 
(Heb. 11:10). We desire “a better coun- 
try, that is, an heavenly” (Heb. 11:16). 
At present, believers are out of place— 
“in the world, but not of the world.” We 
are destined for heaven, and one day we 
shall arrive there in state and glory. 

Therefore the Church, the Bride of 
Christ, is out of place. She is here on 
earth, but she belongs with the Bride- 
groom in heaven. The apostle Paul 
wrote of the translation of the Church 
in I Thessalonians 4:15-17: “For this we 
say unto you by the word of the Lord, 
that we which are alive and remain unto 
the coming of the Lord shall not prevent 
them which are asleep. For the Lord 
himself shall descend from heaven with 
a shout, with the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God: and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first: then we 
which are -alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and 
so shall we ever be with the Lord.” 


‘tom SECOND MAJOR displace- 
ment is the Jew. 

The land of Palestine was promised to 
Abram and to his seed forever (Gen. 
13:14, 15). God said to Abraham: “Arise, 
walk through the land in the length of 
it and in the breadth of it; for I will 
give it unto thee” (v. 17). “Unto thy seed 
have I given this land, from the river of 


Egypt unto the great river, the river 
Euphrates” (Gen. 15:18). 

Later, Joshua was told to “go in to 
possess the land, which the Lord your 
God giveth you to possess it’ (Josh. 
1:11); and finally the people settled in 
it, conditionally (Deut. 28:58-64). 
we know that as a result of their dis- 
obedience, they were “plucked from off 
the land” and “scattered among all 
people” (vv. 63, 64). The reasons are 
made clear in Deuteronomy 29:25-28, 
closing with the significant words, “as 
it is this day.” 

We know that the Jews are to be final- 
ly settled again in Palestine, their “own 
land” (Ezek. 34:13; 36:24; 37:14-21). But 
at present, the Jews are out of place; 
they are not reckoned among the nations, 
and are still anything but the “head” 
(Deut. 28:13) of the nations. 

Some may be surprised to hear that 
the dispersion of the sons of Israel can 
have anything to do with the world’s 
sickness. They are not aware of the fact 
that God separated the Hebrew people 
from the nations of the world for a very 
definite purpose. The call of God was for- 
tified by the Abrahamic covenant. Certain 
promises were given to all the descend- 
ants of Abraham. This covenant never 
has been abrogated. 

God’s Word tells us the world will have 
no peace until peace centers at Jerusa- 
lem. That is looking toward the day 
when the Jews will be assembled by God 
from the four corners of the earth and 
turned back into the Holy Land of their 
fathers. 

God declared through Jeremiah, the 
prophet: “Behold, I will gather them out 
of all countries, whither I have driven 
them in mine anger, and in my fury, and 
in great wrath; and I will bring them 
again unto this place, and I will cause 
them to dwell safely: and they shall be 
my people, and I will be their God... 
And I will make an everlasting covenant 
with them, that I will not turn away from 
them, to do them good; but I will put my 
fear in their hearts, that they shall not 
depart from me. Yea, I will rejoice over 
them to do them good, and I will plart 
them in this land assuredly with my 
whole heart and with my whole soul” 
(Jer. 32:37, 38, 40, 41).

‘I HE THIRD MAJOR displace- 
ment is Satan. [See another complete 
article in this issue concerning this vital 
factor.] 

Satan is the usurper, the liar, the de- 
ceiver, the accuser, the murderer, and 
yet men follow him, believe him, live for 
him, serve him, fight for him and die for 
him. He is the prince of this world, “the 
prince of the power of the air, the spirit 
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that now worketh in the children of 
disobedience” (Eph. 2:2). 

Satan has usurped this position, not 
only in the world, but in the hearts of 
men and women. He is at present out 
of his place. That is why the world is 
sick and getting sicker. 

The story of this great adversary runs 
from Genesis to Revelation. The Bible 
tells us that as we approach the time for 
the Saviour to return in glory, the devil 
will increase his activities, knowing that

- Want to be a full-time Christian worker but you can’t speak or sing? 


There’s still a place for you in God’s service. 


WISH it were possible to impress upon 
Christian young people everywhere 
the importance of the seemingly in- 
significant tasks in Christian service. 
So many who are eager to be in full- 
time work for Christ look at the task 
that is offered aid say to themselves, 
“I don’t want to open the mail or pound 
a typewriter or wrap papers. I want to 
be really doing something for the Lord.” 
Actually everyone here at the broadcast 
is a personal soul-winner, whether he is 
transcribing dictation, reading mail or 
bringing the message on the program. It 
doesn’t make any difference what phase 
of the work one is doing; all are work- 


ing together to the end that men and 
women might come to know the Lord. 

Take the music for example. There 
probably isn’t anything more important 
to the success of the broadcast than the 
music. It is the chief means of attract- 
ing the unsaved, of holding their atten- 
tion so that the message reaches them. 
We have even had testimonies of men 
and women being saved as they hear the 
gospel in song. Should the musicians 
feel that because they aren’t doing the 
actual preaching they are not accom- 
plishing anything for Christ? Certainly 
not. Their part is fully as great as mine. 

Let’s take a typical case. The singers 
attract the attention of the unsaved 
listener and the message convicts him.

He wants to hear more, so he writes in. 
His letter goes first to the one who opens 
the mail. That doesn’t sound as if it 
were a very important task, does it? It’s 
just a matter of slitting the envelopes 
and reading the letters. But for the mo- 
ment, the person who receives and reads 
that letter is the ears of the “Back to 
the Bible Broadcast,” listening to what 
the lost one has on his heart. Without 
a consecrated, competent worker opening 
the mail, reading and sorting it, the ini- 
tial contact might be misplaced and lost. 
If that should happen, of what value 
would be the singing and the message 
to that soul who is seeking Christ? 

The first contact is made by the one 
who opens the letter. But the matter 
doesn’t end there. The man wasn’t saved 
by the message; he was only convicted of 
sin. His letter must be answered and 
the way of salvation made clearer than 
it had been before. Someone must dic- 
tate the letter. But it can’t be sent that 
way, on the wax cylinder of a dictaphone. 
It must be transcribed by a typist, effi- 
ciently and neatly. 

Perhaps some literature is to be in- 
cluded. An office boy is sent to the 
stock room, where the person in charge 
must select the proper pieces. 

Every person who was on the program, 
as well as every person who handled the 
letter, including the stock room clerk and 
office boy, are links in the chain that has 
been forged to bring this man to Christ. 
Try to remove the work of anyone—the 
singers whose beautiful music drew his 
attention toward the program.and the 
message, the mail sorter, the typist, or 
the one who dictated the reply — and 
what happens? The whole effort in this 
soul’s behalf comes to naught. All of 
us are working together, accomplishing 
many more times what one could do if 
he were trying to do it alone. . 


W HEN THE Lorp first laid it 
upon my heart to start this broadcast I 
was everything.

basement office. I read the mail. I fur- 
nished the music. I spoke. I sent out 
the mail.

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How to Multiply 


Your Usefulness

There is a lad here——John 6:9. 


HE SIGNIFICANCE of one lad among 

five thousand men depends largely 

on the purpose of the gathering. In 

a gigantic building project, he would 
have a very minor part, if any; in mat- 
ters of counsel, wisdom, or experience, he 
would have little or nothing to contrib- 
ute. However, the mere mention of a lad 
among five thousand would seem to sug- 
gest something of importance. 

The fame of Jesus was so publicized 
that the attention of multitudes was fo- 
cused upon Him. The out-of-town folk, 
who were gathered for the Feast of Pass- 
over, welcomed the probability of seeing 
demonstrations of His miraculous power 
and the possibility of hearing such words 
as had never fallen from lips of a man. 

In a desert place, a large company of 
people had tarried in the presence of 
Jesus far beyond the time of the evening 
meal. Since it would take about two hun- 
dred penny-worth of bread to abate their 
hunger, the disciples urged Jesus to dis- 
miss the gathering, but He was not so 
minded—those who would follow Jesus 
are never dismissed from His presence! 
Inquiring as to the food supply, He was 
informed that a lad was present who had 
five barley loaves and two small fish. 

Of the four Gospel accounts, only John 
mentions the lad as the possessor of food. 
Why he should have been the only one in 
the crowd who had any food is beside 
the question. The fact remains, he had 
five barley loaves and two small fish. “But 
what are these for such a gathering of 
people?” was the inquiry of the disciples. 
The answer was given in that all were 
fed. 

It matters little why the lad was pres- 
ent. He may have seen a manifestation 
of Jesus’ power on other occasions. He 
may have been playing truant; he may 
have been looking for a job. Indeed, his 
mother may have forbidden him to fol- 
low the crowd. What he did there is what 
matters. The point of interest and im- 
portance is: he gave all that he had in 
the form of food. 

To have been the means of abating the 
hunger of five thousand would have been 
ample compensation for the lad. Ah, but 
little did he surmise, even in the wildest 
flight of imagination, that for this act— 


giving of his food to Jesus—he would be - 


further rewarded with honorable men- 
tion in the Bible, and, also, the story of 
his act would be read by men of all na- 
tions. He was, indeed, the recipient of 
great blessing. 
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This simple story illustrates a very 
important lesson. Do not say, “I am only 
a lad, what can I do among so many 
who are greater and mightier than I?” 
Remember the lad of the text gave 
what little he had. “I do not have any 
talents,” you say. The lad of the text 
might have said, as did the disciples, 
“What are five loaves and two fishes 
among so many?” Take note: it is yours 
to give; it is His to bless and use. Jesus 
manifested His delight in this act of giv- 
ing the bread and fish by bestowing a 
blessing on the lad’s gift. 

Can you not visualize the boy standing 
on tiptoes, craning his neck in an attempt 
to see over the shoulders of the disciples 
who were receiving the food from the 
hands of Jesus? His eyes bulged with sur- 
prise as Jesus multiplied his food. What 
emotions the boy must have experienced 
when he saw his bread and fish being 
broken and given to the disciples for dis- 
tribution. It is not unreasonable to be- 
lieve that the excitement of it all robbed 
him of whatever appetite he may have 
had. 

Oh, that we may have the scope of our 
lives similarly enlarged and multiplied 
by the divine touch of Jesus—the touch 
which gave health to the sick, sight to 
the blind, hearing to the deaf, and life 
to the dead. What a wonderful Jesus we 
have! 

Let us not hesitate or countenance any 
fear when yielding ourselves and our pos- 
sessions to Him. Though we may not 
know what the future holds in store for 
us, we do have the assurance that His 
touch amply satisfies. 

To yield to Him does not presuppose 
that we will be called away from our 
cherished ambitions, or that we will be 
assigned to places not of our choosing, 
or asked to perform unpleasant tasks. 
Our commission may be to stay at home 
while others are called to labor in dis- 
tant lands. To be in mission fields when 
we should be at home, or to be at home 
when we should be on the frontier will 
not give us the joy and ecstasy which the 
lad experienced when he gave of his sub- 
stance to the Lord. Let Jesus perform the 
miracle. Let our part be the giving of 
ourselves, of our possessions, or both, to 
Him.

enced sorrow—the opposite of joy and 
pleasure—because he did not consent to 
having his possessions touched by Jesus. 
By withholding, the young ruler became 
poorer—spiritually poorer, of a certainty. 
Had he sold his many possessions he 
might have discovered that their intrin- 
sic value was far below their paper value 
—he might not have been so rich after 
all. Who knows? On the other hand, had 
he obeyed Jesus’ request, he might have 
been a great benediction to Christendom, 
equal perhaps to Peter or Paul. We may 
have had the Epistle of the Rich Young 
Ruler. 

To be sure, a person born blind cannot 
comprehend the glorious sight of a rain- 
bow, or the gorgeousness of a reflected 
sunset in the western sky, both of which 
captivate one’s attention; nevertheless, 
loss is sustained by having impaired 
sight. Many are not aware of loss when 
withholding their loaves and fishes, but 
those who have relinquished all to Jesus 
well know that the withholding ones have 
missed much: the joy of beholding other 
worlds with new sunrisings and settings, 
new rainbows, new seasons, new flowers, 
and new birds. What loss is theirs! What 
a gain for those who give! 

And so, may Jesus be invited to touch 
whatever your loaves and fishes may be. 
Nothing He touches remains the same. 
Did not twelve baskets of fragments re- 
main after the feasting? The lad was 
further rewarded in that these twelve 
remaining baskets of food were his per-

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Joshua, Chapters 20 and 21

HE divine solicitude for the safety 

of the manslayer, as set forth in 

Joshua 20 and 21, is a matter of 

deepest interest. It presents quite a 
contrast to all of the war and bloodshed 
we have been reading about so far in this 
book. Of course, the Israelites were but 
the instruments in the hands of Jehovah 
for the extermination of nations that had 
proved themselves utterly unworthy of 
existence. The iniquity of the Canaanites 
was notorious. They had defiled their 
land until it actually vomited them out 
(Lev. 18:25). It was on this account that 
they were being expelled. 

Now we know that constant occupation 
with such matters is apt to make human 
life appear very cheap. The terrible in- 
crease in the number of murders being 
committed in our country since the 
World Wars seems to bear that out. But 
the One who knows the very thoughts 
and intents of every heart, and who 
hears the innocent blood crying to Him 
from the ground (cf. Gen. 4:10), antici- 
pated all of this. 

Before the work of exterminating tne 
Canaanites had begun, while Israel was 
still in the desert, the Lord commanded 
Moses to set aside six cities of refuge, 
“that whosoever killeth any person at un- 
awares might flee thither.” Such a one 
was to have the opportunity of presenting 
his case to the congregation, and he was 
to be granted a place of safety where the 
avenger of blood might not pursue him. 
Accordingly, “Moses severed three cities” 
on the east of Jordan as cities of refuge 
(Num. 35:9ff; Deut. 4:41-43). 


An Illustration of Salvation 

All of this has been used many times 
to illustrate the gospel as we preach it to- 
day. And one has no desire to detract 
~ in any way from such use of this portion 
of the Word of God. But there is more 
than one way of looking at these things. 
If we think of them in connection with 
Israel, and it was primarily on their ac- 
count that these things were written, it is 
easy to see how well they fit their case as 
a nation. 

It was Peter who said, “Ye men of Is- 
rael ... killed the Prince of life.” But 
he also added, “I wot that through ig- 
norance ye did it, as did also your rulers” 
(Acts 3:12-17). To use the words of Paul 
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in another connection, they did it “igno- 
rantly and in unbelief” (I Tim. 1:13). 
And we recall that the very One whom 
they crucified prayed, saying, “Father, 
forgive them; for they know not what 
they do” (Luke 23:34). 

On the other hand, according to a 
parable spoken by the Lord Himself, there 
is a sense in which they were willful mur- 
derers. It was when they recognized Him 
as the Son of God and as the Heir that 
they said, “This is the heir; come, let us 
kill him, and let us seize on his inheri- 
tance. And they caught. him, and cast 
him out of the vineyard, and slew him” 
(Matt. 21:33-39). They would not have 
that Man to reign over them (Luke 
19:14). Therefore “the wrath is come 
upon them to the uttermost” (I Thess. 
2:16). Their city was burned (Matt. 22:7), 
and they themselves scattered abroad. 

Nevertheless, in common with the Gen- 
tile, the Jew has enjoyed a day of grace. 
Thus we can see in these cities of refuge 
that which is both historical and pro- 
phetic. And the whole plan was not man’s 
idea, but originated with God Himself. 
Truly, He is “the God of all grace.” 

The fact that there were three cities 
on either side of the Jordan is a won- 
derful illustration of the fullness of that 
grace and that it is for all who will avail 
themselves of it. It was “for all the chil- 
dren of Israel, and for the stranger that 
sojourneth among them, that whosoever 
killeth any person at unawares might flee 
thither, and not die by the hand of the 
avenger of blood, until he stood before 
the congregation” (Josh. 20:9). 

The cities in the land itself are re- 
ferred to in connection with mountains, 
and they are also said to be “appointed” 
or “hallowed.” Thus we may think of 
them as representing the divine, or heav- 
enly, side of salvation. They seem to be 
distinguished in this way from the three 
cities on the east of Jordan which are 
said to be “assigned,” and nothing is said 
about mountains in connection with 
them. They may represent the human, or 
earthly, side of God’s great plan of re- 
demption, wrought out by Him who is 
both Son of God and Son of Man. No 
doubt there is much to be learned from 
the meanings of the names of these cit- 
ies, and their locations. But we leave 
that for the reader to pursue for himself. 


Our Sure Refuge 

In Hebrews 6:18-20 there is a reference 
to all of this, but it is by way of contrast 
rather than by analogy. That, of course, 
is in keeping with much else that is set 
forth in the Epistle to the Hebrews. The 
manslayer in olden times might flee to 
a city of refuge, and be admitted there, 
but he could not be sure of being allowed 
to remain. That would depend on the 
judgment of the congregation (Num. 
35:24). Moreover, if admitted, his con- 
tinued safety depended on his abiding in 
the city. If the avenger of blood were to 
find him outside of the city at any time, 
he would have to forfeit his life. 

We get an illustration of that in the 
case of Abner, the son of Ner, who was 
slain at the gate of Hebron by Joab for 
the death of his brother Asahel (cf. 
II Sam. 3:27). Again, Ahab was slain at 
Ramoth-gilead, another city of refuge 
(I Kings 22). That evidently was the 
judgment of God upon him for the mur- 
der of Naboth. In referring to these 
cases, we are not passing on the merits 
of either, we are merely using them as 
illustrations. 

Another point to be noticed is the fact 
that the refugee could not return home 
until the death of the high priest who 
happened to be in office at the time. 
That means that if the high priest were 
to outlive him, he would never get home; 
he would be an exile the rest of his days. 
One can see no “strong consolation” in 
that. 

On the other hand, we who were once 
the children of wrath even as others have 
fied for refuge, not to some earthly city, 
but “to lay hold upon the hope set before 
us: which hope we have as an anchor of 
the soul, both sure and steadfast.” Our 
High Priest has died and risen again. He 
has met all the claims of divine right- 
eousness and holiness. And now we have 
peace with God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. By so much is the substance better 
than the shadow. The cities of refuge were 
merely a shadow of good things to come. 
But in Christ we have “the very image.” 


Give 48 Cities to Levites 
The cities of refuge are mentioned 
again in Joshua 21 as cities which were 
given to the Levites, but in every case,

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A Personal Missionary Program 


HE PERSONAL TOUCH is the added 

something which makes things ap- 

peal to us human beings. That is 

especially true in the vital matter of 
missions, for we put ourselves so much 
more fully into missions if we have a spe- 
cial missionary of our very own. 

Have you one? If not, wouldn’t you like 
to adopt a missionary as your personal 
emissary? 

We all know that the way to adopt a 
missionary is to get the name of one from 
either the missionary secretary or the 
pastor of our church, and then write a 
letter to the missionary. But, oh, it’s that 
letter which stops most of us! Probably 
you groan at the very thought of writing 
a letter. Perhaps that is because you feel 
you have nothing to write. But take heart, 
you don’t have to say anything unusual. 
Tell him you are praying for him and are 
interested in his work. He won’t expect 
you to say anything else. 

Gradually, as you begin to share inter- 
ests with him, you will think of more to 
write. And you can always tell him of 
the work of the kingdom near you: what 
the minister preached on Sunday, and 
how many were out to the Wednesday 
night prayer meeting. A missionary is 
interested in the things of the Lord, no 
matter where they happen. And if you 
live in an isolated place where there is no 
church, or only a cold one, you can tell 
the missionary how much you miss Chris- 
tian fellowship. He will understand, for 
he too misses it! 

The missionary’s answer will probably 
be what is called a “circular” or a “report 
letter.” This is either a mimeographed or 
carbon copy of a letter sent to several 
people. The missionaries send report let- 
ters because of time limitations and be- 
cause they tell the same news to everyone 
to whom they write, even their mothers. 

If you are really in earnest about back- 
ing the missionary, you should answer 
the report letter. Some missionaries send 
out two different report letters, one to 
those who have said they were interested 
but seldom write, and the other, a more 
intimate letter, to those who pray and 
write to them often. As you continue to 
write and prove that you really want to 
be friends, you will graduate into this sec- 
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ond class; or the missionary will add 
notes to the bottom of the circular letter, 
until in time you will receive personal 
replies. 

You see, this business of adopting a 
missionary isn’t quite as easy as it sounds. 
It’s simple enough to get a name and 
write a letter, but after that, you have to 
win the missionary’s friendship. I’m 
afraid this is true because missionaries 
have learned from experience not to ex- 
pect very much from people. Too many 
have written once in a flash of enthu- 
siasm and never written again. So be pre- 
pared for the friendship to ripen grad- 
ually, and then, if you are patient, you 
will find a rich treasure in the corre- 
spondence, because God picks His choicest 
to be missionaries. 

When you write, please don’t wait for 
an answer before you write again. If takes 
months for a letter to reach missionaries 
on the other side of the world, months for 
the answer to come back to you, and more 
months before they receive your answer. 
This takes far too long—they need your 
loyalty and interest more often than that. 
I know of one missionary who becomes 
so excited when the mail arrives that he 
can’t open it that day or he wouldn’t 
sleep that night. He has to wait until 
the next morning. He is so excited be- 
cause he is eager to know who has been 
praying. 

If a letter means that much to the 
missionary, you should write often! Set 
yourself to write at least once a month. 
Perhaps there is something you can use 
as a reminder. I attend a monthly prayer 
meeting for China and use that as a re- 
minder that another month has passed. 
The next evening or so I write my mis- 
sionaries in China of the meeting, who 
were there, for whom we prayed, and 
add a personal note—if I can think 
of one. 


Mens THAN ONE missionary 
has told me that the thing she misses 
most on the field is a dime store. Think 


of the inconvenience of not being able 
to buy the many small items that you 
and I buy each week! The mission- 
ary has to take everything he will need 
with him, or wait for someone to be 
thoughtful enough to send the needed 
item. When you write to your missionary, 
slip something into your letter. The 
postal rate to most foreign countries is 
five cents an ounce, and the average 
letter doesn’t weigh that much. 

Stroll around the dime store and select 
a flat item to send. If you use a large- 
size envelope, you can slip in extra writ- 
ing paper. Missionaries enjoy attractive 
stationery on which to write their friends. 
Or include a birthday card. Pretty greet- 
ing cards aren’t on sale in toreign coun- 
tries and many missionaries delight in 
having one to send to a friend. Oh, 
there are so many things you can en- 
close—vegetable or flower seeds, band- 
aids, gummed reinforcements, labels, 
seals, hairpins, buttons. 

If you ask your missionary what small 
items she would like, you may be sur- 
prised at the different things she will 
mention. One single woman missionary 
asked me for a razor blade. It is logical 
that a razor blade would be useful and 
that she would have no way of getting 
one, but I would never have thought of 
sending it. 

And do use attractive stationery. For 
instance, use note paper with lovely 
flower pictures on the first sheet. A 
missionary in Africa wrote me that she 
used the front page of this type of sta- 
tionery for a picture in her bleak room. 

What do you do with your magazines 
after you read them? Stack them in the 
corner for a few months and then give 
them to the junk man? I’m afraid most 
of us do, but we could mail them to mis- 
sionaries. To mail, take an envelope, cut 
it open at the ends and roll the magazine 
in it. Then all you have to do is seal 
and address it. It goes at a very cheap 
postal rate. 

If you want to be a trifle more ambi- 
tious, mail your missionaries a monthly 
package. They like to receive cleaning 
powders, Kool-aid, or package puddings. 
(The kind to which one adds only milk

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That Dangerous Age

We need to.know the child’s “stumbling” in order to help 


ow and then one hears a refer- 

ence to someone who is supposed 

to be in “that dangerous age,” 

as if when a year or two more 
elapsed, life would then be easier and 
the danger passed. The entire journey 
through life is fraught with danger to 
the body, to the mind, and to the soul. 
Every age is a dangerous age. 

We place red lights and warnings at 
danger points on the highways to advise 
caution, but few are the warning signals 
placed about the danger points of our 
personal lives, and seldom are those we

see heeded with the concern which they 
deserve. 

Childhood encounters many dangers 
besides those of the measles and the 
mumps. Never has there been an age 
in civilized countries when the children 
suffered as much as today. Most of this 
is in the emotional and spiritual realm. 
Children are universally disturbed by the 
upsets of our modern life. They absorb 
the conversations and the attitudes of 
their elders, translating into emotional 
tendencies the fears expressed and the 
attitude presented, yet without being able 
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to filter out the exaggerated and the 
false, or to balance it with personal con- 
fidence and past experience. Those who 
deal with children constantly recognize 
the disturbances of adult life reflected in 
them, producing nervous symptoms and 
distorted ideas. 

Just as a stone often changes the course 
of a stream, so a perversion of attitude 
in early years often diverts the course 
of a young life into unhealthy channels, 
which continue to direct the life ever 
afterward. Since it is true that most of 
our emotional patterns and thought con- 
cepts are formed in extreme youth, and 
that in later years these are amplified 
but rarely changed, we see the vital im- 
portance of guiding the thinking and the 
experience of childhood in right ways. 

We read the admonition, “Train up a 
child in the way he should go: and when 
he is old, he will not depart from it” 
(Prov. 22:6). 

Often we exercise caution as to how 
we teach some things that we feel the 
child should know. We forget, however, 
that the careless word, the daily lives we 
adults live before them, and the expres- 
sions which we thoughtlessly use are all 
taken in by the alert child, to become 
a part of his life. 

The growing child arrives at a particu- 
larly “dangerous age” when he enters 
what we call the adolescent period. The 
“srowing pains” of the body are matched 
by the “growing pains” of the soul and 
the personality. In order to understand 
these young folk we should know some- 
thing of the unfolding drama: of life. 
Physically, the forces of the body are 
changing boys and girls into young men 
and women, and the change is often so 
drastic that it affects the whole balance 
of personality. 

Physicians tell us that children often 
stumble because they have not become 
accustomed to the new sizes of arms and 
legs—the growth being faster than the 
ability to adjust. The awakening of in- 
dividuality is one of the symptoms of 
adolescents. They want to be important— 
to do things—find answers to their ques- 
tions—carry out the urges which continue 
to present themselves. The world sud- 
denly grows very large and complex. One 
moment they are sure of themselves, the 
next they are terribly confused. 

A happy home life and understanding 
parents are stabilizing influences helpful 
to the adolescent in the transition from 
squirming childhood to confident youth. 
We need to understand their “stum- 
bling” in order to help. 
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Onn JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 
problem is most often a problem of 
parental neglect. When children need 
love, understanding, and a sense of se- 
curity, they too often encounter indiffer- 
ence; neglect, confusion, and even positive 
evil influence in the home. Im seeking 
to help young people who have be- 
come involved in difficulty, we often 
must undo the hurt they have suffered 
from such surroundings before rebuild- 
ing ideals and guiding their lives into 
the right channels. 

Adolescence is the age of rebellion. This 
is one of the characteristics that marks 
it as a dangerous age. Horrified parents 
sometimes gasp at the extreme opinions 
and the haughty independence of their 
adolescent boy or girl. Usually this is 
quite marked where the parents have 
exercised rigid control and discipline 
over their children without the consent 
of their will. We may say “do this or 
that” or give our “no’s” to young ques- 
tioners, but we shall harvest a crop of 
rebellion if we have failed to give fair 
reasons for these answers and neglected 
to guide, with caution, the growing per- 
sonality into a true way of life. 

Love and understanding are ties which 
are not easily broken. All others are 
snapped by the growing independence of 
the awakening individual. This is the 
time for fathers to mean much to their 
sons, and for mothers to be close friends 
to their daughters. 

Let us not stand on the opinion that 
merely being the mother or father of 
children is enough and that “if our chil- 
dren want to know anything they can 
come to us.” Counselors of youth know 
that young people often bring their ques- 
tions of life and personal problems to 
strangers because they feel “Dad doesn’t 
care,” or “I’m afraid to talk to Mother 
about such things.” Usually they are 
right in their judgment, for in the first 
approaches to the questions of person- 
ality and life they met with unconcern, 
indifference, censor, or in some instances, 
plain ignorance. 

The rebellion of the growing individual 
is the beginning of a natural and neces- 
sary process. It is the start of an inde- 
pendence from parents, and we need to 
understand this. Boys and girls cannot 
remain forever under the protection of 
parents and, as is often the case, the pa- 
rental “all thought out for you” pattern 
and the “now do as I say” design. The 
boy will very soon turn the corner to 
manhood and the girl will quickly be 
transformed into a young woman. All 
the guidance we can possibly give our 
children should have been. given before 
this time. To start the process now is 
but to repeat the war-born phrase of 
“too little—too late.” 

Every parent ought to study at least 
one of the many fine books on child 
development as a guide to helping their 
own children. The rise of sex conscious- 
ness and the insistence upon information 
make a sympathetic approach imperative. 
Large percentages of adult failures are 
due to faulty sex education. This can be 
either the lack or the wrong kind of edu- 
cation. To relegate this task to the pub- 
lic school or to the absorbing of such

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information from companions is to in- 
vite the disaster of having the basic 
things of life interpreted on the animal- 
istic level of life, and to have missed 
the privilege of leading youth up the 
high road of Christian living and spir- 
itual reality. 

The church has become one of the 
agencies supplementing, but not sup- 
planting, the home in teaching the 
implications of sex on the definitely 
Christian level. Caution must be given 
church leaders to do the task fairly, or the 
confidence of youth may be shaken.

_HE YOUNG PEOPLE Of college 
and young adult ages face a new set of 
problems that can prove dangerous in- 
deed. Life decisions are made in the 
post-high school age which are of great 
importance. We might be able to group 
these important areas into three. desig- 
nations, such as career, faith, and love- 
life. Within these words are worlds of 
new adventures. An important factor to 
recognize is the decisiveness of these 
areas. Decisions in any one of them will 
exercise life-long influence. 

Translated into questions, the young 
person is asking first, “What shall I do 
with my life?” He is as ready capital to 
be placed as an investment. It will be- 
come increasingly difficult for him to 
change bankers. Wise vocational guid- 
ance and definite Christian conceptions 
of the stewardship of life will help the 
Christian young person to do the right 
thing with the talents of his life. Square 
pegs in round holes are never happy, nor 
do they fill the role assigned them in the 
kingdom. Only faith multiplies the tal- 
ent. Let us help youth answer this 
question. 


stabilizing influence in the life of the child. 


We are often afraid to face the fact 
that between the adolescent age and that 
of the young adult the largest percentage 
of loss is suffered by the church. The 
packed junior department, usually held 
in the biggest room of the church, gives 
way to the half as large intermediate de- 
partment. Our first big loss has occurred 
and we cannot overlook it. 

True, this happens in a measure even 
when we try earnestly to avoid it. Where 
intermediates, the church school term for 
beginning adolescents, are treated as in- 
dividuals and an intelligent effort is made 
to answer the exasperating needs of 
these young folk, the number staying 
in the church and Sunday school is 
much greater. 

Now follow through to the high school, 
or senior department, and notice that for 
every young person in the room we have 
had three or four of the junior age. In- 
creasingly we see that the second ques- 
tion, “What shall I believe?” is vital, 
and the fact that these age groups are 
dropping out of the church, the church 
school, and the youth activity groups of 
the church poses the question as to 
whether faith was made vital to them. 
Possibly the answers to life’s problems 
were either missing or inadequately pre- 
sented. How desperately the church needs 
to reach these young people is reflected 
in these facts. 

Christian education must be paralleled 
to a growing experience or it will never 
help young people. They need guidance 
in the Christian answer to immediate and 
pressing problems. Direct and definite 
courses designed to prepare young people 
for love and marriage, for the role of 
homemaker, breadwinner, and parents 
must be in the curricula or we shall 
lose them to the church. Let us put the 
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blame where it belongs. We have failed 
them before they deserted us. They had 
needs which we did not meet. We failed 
to replace the childhood interpretations 
of faith with the fuller explanation and 
the larger unfoldings of the life of faith 
in terms of practical living. 

It is a tragedy to have grown-ups ex- 
plain that they attended Sunday school 
until they were of high school age, phras- 
ing their excuse for further attendance 
in such a manner as to explain that they 
had learned about all there was to know 
concerning Bible truth. These had never 
known the church to have solved a per- 
sonal problem. They were strangers to 
the fact that the Christian faith is the 
answer to life in any crisis, and that in 
the church there is to be found a fel- 
lowship that understands them as indi- 
viduals and whose hand is ever readily 
extended to steady them in times of 
weakness or danger. 

This basic misconception of young peo- 
ple concerning the church often comes 
from the church’s failure to help pre- 
pare them for life, and is directly re- 
sponsible for the great loss in attendance 
of those who are in the most active ages 
of life and who could help turn the tide 
for the kingdom of God if their abilities 
were available. 


One MORE QUESTION completes 
the list. The young person asks, “Whom 
shall I marry?” These actual words are 
seldom used, but the growing awareness 
of a hunger for a-mate with its urge for 
companionship must be met. Many of 
our fine Christian young people marry 
mates who make little or no profession 
of faith, and so are soon lost to the 
church and forced to live a life requir- 
ing constant compromise. We owe it to 
our young people to help them find the 
environment in which companionship can 


ripen into love and marriage. 


The marriageable age is most assuredly 
a dangerous one. Under the promptings 
of instinct and the hunger for human 
love, young people are prone to fasten 
their affection upon less worthy mates. 
One need not stress the point that once 
married the course of life is unalterably 
set, “for better, for worse; for richer, for 
poorer.” These words of the marriage 
ceremony are fateful words and all too 
true. Divorce is only a partial answer to 
even the worst of marriages. Once the 
bubble of romance has broken, the heart 
breaks also. 

Many ministers refuse to marry couples 
unless they have the opportunity to thor- 
oughly counsel them on the basic needs 
of marriage and so have the chance to 
more adequately prepare young people 
for it. In counseling those facing 
marriage, the absolute necessity for a 
spiritual foundation should always be 
stressed and explained. When we can 
get young people to pledge that they will 
read the Bible and pray together, we 
have led them to the rock upon which 
they can securely build. Pity the poor 
young people who begin with sinking 
sand, for floods will come and the tem- 
pests rise in the experiences of facing 
life together. 

Little is said about the dangers of the 
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period called “middle age.” Mostly we 
seem to feel these people get along well 
for they are at the age of achievement 
and self-sufficiency. There are, however 
three specific dangers in this period. Let 
us examine them. They arise largely in 
the age group of those from thirty-five 
to fifty years. The first danger is to fail 
at home while making an apparent suc- 
cess in business. Broken homes and per- 
sonal dissatisfaction with mates is quite 
common. The early ardor of love has not 
been replaced with that solid affection 
that grows stronger with the passing of 
the years. In the whirlwind of a busy 
career, Many men are too occupied to 
give their homes and families a real 
chance. With a man it is the age of 
achievement. His hardest and most ef- 
fective work is being done at this time. 


A word of caution might be given to 
married couples who are in these years 
of life. Continue the understanding, 
love, and confidences of your youth, for 
your partner is undoubtedly just as needy 
of the human touch of love at this time 
as earlier in life when the struggle to 
succeed was more difficult. 


A second danger of middle age is that 
of frustration where earlier ambitions 
have been unrealized. The bite of dis- 
couragement and the chill of failure take 
heavy toll at this age. The looking glass 
and the calendar warn that time is short. 
Few women can appreciate the fears that 
grip a man’s soul when such thoughts 
come. 


The psalmist trusted the protection of 
God against the terror by night and the 
destruction that came at noonday (Ps. 
91:5). The prophet Isaiah told of grace 
and strength available to those who 
would walk so they would not faint nor 
be weary (Isa. 40:31). 


There are a lot of weary people in the 
world. Many of them are the middle 
aged whose dreams somehow did not 
come true. This is not the place to 
analyze the law of reward, but many 
times it has been the lack of sowing that 
now lessens the harvest. They that walk 
by faith should not find this age aught 
but one of joy in the service of the Lord. 

We have already intimated the third 
danger of the age of achievement, a dan- 
ger which threatens particularly the suc- 
cessful and the ambitious. This is to 
live without God and in the strength of 
self. We once owned a car that had a 
peculiar type of speedometer. When go- 
ing up to thirty miles an hour the hand 
on the dial was illuminated in green; it 
became orange from thirty to fifty, and 
bright red after that. The symbolism is 
quite clear. Green was a safe speed, 
orange showed a touch of danger and in- 
timated the need of caution; red was 
dangerous. The parallel is quite the same 
for one’s life. Green are the early years 
of one’s life, the growing years. We take 
stock of our lives in the middle years. 
They can be dangerous, but after fifty 
anything can happen. May it be the 
kingdom of our Lord we build while we 
are still creative, not merely walls of 
brick and wood. 

Why should we say much about the last 
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Christmas Cards 
for Businessmen

HY NOT use a special greeting 

card this Christmas to reach 

your business associates or 

friends with a message about 
the Saviour? 

It is customary to send greetings at 
Christmas. The season of Christ’s birth 
offers a perfect opportunity to renew old 
friendships, show our love for one an- 
other, and give a witness for Him 
through the gifts and greeting cards we 
send. Many Christians select Christmas 
cards with appropriate Scripture verses 
printed on them. 

But a layman in Yonkers, N.Y., has a 
suggestion that goes even farther than 
that. Last year, Russel E. Thompson 
sent nearly three hundred challenging 
Christmas messages to his friends in the 
form of printed letters. The year be- 
fore, he sent about seventy-five copies of 
a mimeographed letter. And Mr. Thomp- 
son feels that his plan can easily be 
adopted by others who wish to make 
their Christmas greeting more effective 
as a Christian testimony. 

In his work with a Yonkers business 
concern, Mr. Thompson has found that 
it is not always easy to tell a business 
associate or neighbor about the Saviour. 
Through this method, however, he is 
able to contact them tactfully and effec- 
tively. And the expense, even for offset 
printing with a touch of color, is not pro- 
hibitive. 

Mr. Thompson’s letter last year, print- 
ed on a full 8% x 11 inch sheet of white 
paper decorated with a drawing of church 
steeple and bells, emphasized the joy and 
assurance which comes with faith in 
Christ. He began with a pertinent verse 
from the Christmas hymn, “Joy to the 
World,” and continued with a message of 
inspiration: 

“Again at Christmas a word of greet- 
ing: The first coming of Jesus Christ 
into the world as a new-born Babe was 
and ever will be of paramount impor- 
tance to all people, the world over; to 
every individual, to you and to me. It is 
my sincere desire and hope that you, to- 
gether with many others, may know or 
soon come to know the unending joy 
which our gracious and loving God be- 
stows upon those whose faith is fixed 
upon the risen Jesus as their Saviour and 
Lord. - 

“Further: just as His first coming and 
His life on earth were not understood by 
many, nor was He rightfully recognized, 
even by religious leaders; so too, those 
who do not study and believe His Word 
will not be ready when He comes again 
as ‘a thief in the night.’ We are told in 
sO many ways in His Word that events 
such as are happening in our lifetime are 
to occur just prior to His return as Mas- 
ter and Judge. (Read St. Matthew, chap- 
ters 24 and 25.) 

“*Behold, I come quickly; and my re- 
ward is with me, to give every man ac- 
cording as his work shall be’ (Rev. 22:12). 


“There is lasting assurance for those 
who trust in Him. There is a Christmas 
message in the little leaflet enclosed, that 
is worthy of careful consideration and 
acceptance.” 

Ending the letter with the words, “May 
Christmas joy be truly yours,” and a per- 
sonal signature, Mr. Thompson had a 
message which would inspire and chal- 
lenge any reader. In addition, he en- 
closed a Christmas tract. 

If other Moopy MonrHLy readers would 
like to try this plan, Mr. Thompson sug- 
gests that he will be happy to help them 
select appropriate messages or give them 
tips on mimeographing or printing. Time 
is short—Christmas will be here before 
we realize it—but there is still time to 
try this new method of spreading the 
gospel at the season of Christ’s birth!

tive art, that of living the Christ we love. 

God’s gifts to us in Christ are to be 
used as gifts for Christ in terms of serv- 
ice rendered in His name. “But unto 
every one of us is given grace according 
to the measure of the gift of Christ... 
and gave gifts unto men” (Eph. 4:7, 8). 
The gift of grace is followed by the grace 
of gifts, the gift of Christ by gifts from 
Christ—what a superabundance of love! 

And these gifts we should esteem price- 
less, as coming from the hands of our 
risen Lord and consequent upon His sac- 
rifice in our behalf on the cross of Cal- 
vary. We shall use these gifts from Jesus 
Christ more carefully as we view them 
more prayerfully. Gifts from our Lord 
are to be used as gifts to and for Him. 
As a matter of fact, it is only what He 
bestows on us that He can accept from us. 

It is imperative that we sense the 
stewardship of gifts. Our gifts from the 
Lord are not silver loving cups to be kept 
on display in a glass case, but tools and 
instruments to be employed in the Mas- 
ter’s service. Gifts are calls. Talents in- 
volve duty. Privilege entails sacrifice. 

We must beware of false modesty. To 
each of us his gift, to be improved, not 
buried in a napkin. Much laziness mas- 
querades in the garments of lowliness. 
It is all too easy to deny our gifts in 
order to evade our tasks. Alas for the 
genuine ability “frozen” in a spurious 
humility! 

But if we are not, on the one hand, to 
despise our gifts from the Lord, neither, 
on the other hand, are we to be puffed up 
by them. Failure to recognize the Author 
of our gifts may issue in vanity. The 
richer the talents, the greater the dan- 
gers. Is it not significant that among 
the New Testament churches the most 
highly gifted church was the most deeply 
rifted church—we refer to the church at 
Corinth. Gifted Christians need to be 
sifted Christians, that is to say, cleansed 
of all admixtures of pride and self. It 
goes without saying that the Church will 
be rifted, and not lifted by the gifted, if 
the gifted are not sifted. 
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Nor yet a missionary in the field, but one in 
the making. Next year, or the year after, he'll be 
ready to spread the “good news” in our own 
land, or to carry the gospel of salvation to the 
heathen who are yet in spiritual darkness in the 
“regions beyond.” 

Now, along with other young people from 
nearly every state and many foreign countries, 
he is receiving free instruction made possible by 
your, and other Christians’, gifts. Teachers, 
called of God, qualified both by training and ex- 
perience, are giving that thorough knowledge of 
the Bible that is the fundamental requirement for 
effective Christian service. Instruction is also 
given in Bible-related subjects, as well as in the 
various skills he may need in the home or 
foreign field. Whether it’s minor surgery, elemen- 
tary medicine, dentistry, sewing, cooking, or 
training in missionary aviation, capable teachers 
are ready to instruct him. 

But even more important than this kind of 
training, he is getting immediate practical expe- 
rience in soul-winning, as he fills assignments in 
jails and hospitals, in churches and shop meet-

PAUL’S DOCTRINE OF VERBAL 
INSPIRATION 


79-16. Paul is explaining to the 
Greeks how the Bible came to man. He 
says that it did not come by scientific 
investigation or human reason (v. 9), but 
was given by revelation (vv. 10-12), writ- 
ten down by inspiration (v. 13), and un- 
derstood by illumination (vv. 14-16). 

Verse 9—Eye and ear speak of scien- 
tific investigation, the heart of human 
reason. “Entered” is from avaBairw (ana- 
baino), literally, “to step up,” used of 
things which come up in one’s mind. 

Verse 10—Revelation is the act of God 
the Holy Spirit imparting to the Bible 
writers (us) truth incapable of being 
discovered by unaided human reason. 
“Revealed” is from dzoxahizrw (apoka- 
lupt6), “to lay open what has been 
veiled or covered up.” 

Verse 11—To understand this verse ad- 
equately, we must take notice of the 
Greek definite articles before the sec- 
ond and third uses of “man.” 
man knoweth the things of the [indi- 
vidual] man, save the spirit of the [that 
same] man which is in him?” Paul says 
that one man is inscrutable to another 
man, and the only way in which the 
second man can know what is in the 
heart of the first man is for the latter 
to uncover (ézoxa\irrw—reveal) what is 
in his heart. So God is inscrutable to 
man, and the only way man can know 
what is in God’s heart is for God to un- 
cover His heart to man. Therein lies the 
necessity of a revelation. 

Verse 13—Inspiration is the act of God 
the Holy Spirit enabling the Bible writers 
to record in God-chosen words the truth 
imparted by revelation. The act of speak- 
ing involves the putting of thoughts into 
words. Paul’s thought is, “Which things 
{those revealed] we Bible writers put 
into words, not chosen by human reason, 
but chosen by the Holy Spirit.” 

This latter process is described by 
the Greek word translated “comparing.” 
It is ovvxpivw (sunkrino), which means 
literally “to judge with,” that is, “to 
judge something in connection with 
something else.” Thayer gives, “to join 
fitly together”; Expositor’s Greek Testa- 
ment, “matehing”’; Vincent, “combin- 
ing”; Alford, “putting together.” 

The process of verbal inspiration thus 
was the act of the Holy Spirit enabling 
the Bible writers to accurately match 
particular Greek words in each instance 
to the truth revealed, words which would 
adequately convey to the Greek reader 
the truth God gave to the Bible writers 
for the human race. Each word was in 
the last analysis chosen by the Holy 
Spirit. This is verbal inspiration, match- 
ing spiritual things— rvevarixa (pneu- 
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matika, neuter) — with Spirit-taught 
words— mvevparixois (pneumatikois, mas- 
culine). 

Verse 14—The truth given by revela- 
tion and written down by inspiration is 
understood by illumination. “Natural” 
is from yvuxixds (psuchikos), here, the 
unregenerate Greek at his best, the 
educated, cultured, highly trained phi- 
losopher. 

Verse 15—Spiritual— rvevparixds (pneu- 
matikos) is the Christian controlled by 
the Spirit, the recipient of the illumina- 
tion of the Spirit as he studies the Word 
of God. And to the extent that he is 
thus controlled, does he understand the 
Word.

We suspect that 
for Mr. Norton the beginning of wisdom 
was the fear of the Lord in ordering 
aright each detail of every day, from the 
time he arose at four o’clock in the morn- 
ing for prayer, until his regulated hour 
of retirement at night in his room on the 
third floor of Institute’s 153 Building. 

Unending eternity will soon come to 
each of us. Like William Norton, we 
would so live our daily lives that we will 
be ready to enter in gloriously when that 
call comes.

ganization (C. Y. O.) has operated ef- 
fectively for years in every effort to 
shield Catholic youth, but there is hardly 
a trace of such efforts carried on by Prot- 
estants. Christian policemen testify that 
judges and Catholic officers have held up 
Protestantism to ridicule for many years 
because of laxity toward juveniles in 
trouble. 

Too often evangelicals have prided 
themselves on “pure” gospel effort and 
have left all the “social” work to the 
modernists and Catholics. Our neglect 
of this work places our Lord’s earthly 
ministry in a precarious position. Jesus 
spent much of His time helping persons 
in trouble as a means to a higher, spir- 
itual goal. Invariably we too find our 
P. Y. O. boys and parents troubled in 
soul and mind as our visit follows that of 
a police officer. 


\W HEN CONSENT is given to 
use our plan in the home, it first in- 
volves winning the confidence of the 
boy and parents. Usually the next step 
is a visit by a pastor or Sunday school 
worker. If the case warrants it, a “big 
brother” from a reliable, fundamental 
church is introduced to the boy. His 
work is to take the boy to Sunday 
school, church and young people’s ac- 
tivities. This is supplemented by an oc- 
casional sports event or a fishing trip. 
Every effort is expended to win the boy’s 
confidence and to win him for Christ. 
One cannot forget the sparkle of appre- 
ciation in a boy’s eye when we invite 
him to attend a Big League ball game at 
Briggs Stadium (a gift of Mr. Briggs 
himself to P. Y. O.). Any contact with 
the police, and the treat is off. It’s just a 
boy’s prize for good behavior, but what 
a grand prize to win him for Christ and 
eternity. 

It has been our privilege to send sev- 
eral of these boys to Bible camp for one 
week this summer. 

The doorbell rang one afternoon and a 
young woman was invited in. She told 
me that she would like to give me 
twenty-five dollars to send one of our 
boys to V. C. Y. Camp. This was some- 
thing we had hoped to do for our boys 
by next year, but God started a fund for 
this summer’s camp by sending this 
young woman to our door. A few days 
later a young man walked up to me with 
a check for fifty dollars and said he had

been watching two of our boys at church, 
and he would like to send them to camp. 
And so the fund was well on its way. 

Some of these boys accepted Christ at 
camp, and one who had been privileged 
to have his second week at camp gave 
his life to become a missionary. One boy 
“tied for top” in honors for behavior and 
all around ability for the camp week at 
Youth Haven, Muskegon, Mich. 

Detroit Police Department made more 
than eighteen thousand contacts with 
boys nine to sixteen years of age in 
1947; about the same number of girls. 
About 80 per cent of these come from 
homes with adequate income. A large 
majority of the boys have no Sunday 
school or church connection. Prayer for 
this field of Christian work is most 
necessary. 

We hope soon to have a department in 
operation to handle the girls’ cases, but 
what a tremendous task to swing such a 
neglected field into full operation in less 
than six months. 

Plans are also under prayerful consid- 
eration to begin this work in Chicago. 

Juveniles in our day are attacked by 
powers of demons. We must counter with 
the gospel of Christ—the power of God.

Russian Baptist church in Sao 

Paulo was facing a most unusual 
problem. What were they todo? If the 
Sunday congregation had grown too large 
for the church building, it would have 
been fairly easy to decide on a building 
program. If a new area had been opened 
up to the gospel and the budding church 
had appealed for help because it was 
finding private homes too cramped for 
its services, the problem would have been 
a simple one. Such problems have been 
faced by churches often. But this situa- 
tion, so far as they knew, was unprece- 
dented. 

It was, to be sure, a problem of build- 
ing. And if the building was to be done 
the church was going to have to finance 
it. But it was not to house the church, 
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nor even to house a branch congregation 
which might soon begin to assume its 
own financial burdens. It was a group 
of children which was calling for a meet- 
ing place. And this was a children’s 
group for which the church—to its 
amazement—was in some degree respon- 
sible. 

George Donev, a member of the church, 
had taken a course in child evangelism. 
Then, imbued with a desire to reach the 
children with the gospel, he had gone 
into an unevangelized suburb and begun 
a home Bible class for children. Of 
course, the church was interested, but it 
was unprepared for the results. The 
class grew so rapidly that soon the house 
was too small to accommodate the crowds. 
Now things had come to a crisis. Either 


suitable accommodations would have to 
be provided, or the work would have to 
be stopped—the classes discontinued for 
lack of space. What would the church do? 

It is to the credit of the church that it 
decided to build. When the new hall 
was opened, more than four hundred 
people were present, including the chil- 
dren from three home Bible classes, who 
took part in the inaugural services, sing- 
ing salvation songs they had been taught 
in the classes. 

In mission lands no less than in our 
own country the children offer one of the 
most fertile fields for effective evangel- 
ism. They are often more easily reached, 
are more receptive to the message, and 
frequently demonstrate as great a con- 
stancy in the face of persecution as do 
the older converts. In some fields the 
missionaries have long been familiar with 
the great value of special efforts to reach 
the children. In others this phase of the 
work is of recent development. 

Rev. and Mrs. Harry Briault had for 
some years been engaged in missionary 
work in Brazil with the Evangelical Union 
of South America when they were first 
challenged with the vast opportunities 
offered in reaching the children of that 
great country for Christ. “We had car- 
ried on the usual activities of the church 
before,” says Mr. Briault, “but without 
any special emphasis on reaching the 
children with the gospel.” This new vi- 
sion soon became all-absorbing, and after 
a time the mission agreed that the 
Briaults should be released from other 
responsibilities to give full time to super- 
vising* and promoting the work of the 
Child Evangelism Fellowship in Brazil. 

Others have joined in the work, both 
missionaries and Brazilians, for Brazil is 
a vast country and the evangelical move- 
ment is widespread. Of about forty-five 
million people in the country, more than 
a million are officially reported as being 
Protestant Christians. Many are in the 
immigrant communities, and children’s 
work today is being carried on among 
people of English speech, Swiss, Russian, 
German, Armenian, Spanish, Japanese 
and Italian, besides the native Brazilian. 

“The Child Evangelism Fellowship pro- 
gram,” says Mr. Briault, “has been put 
into action from north to south, and from 
east to west; from beyond Manaos, far 
up the Amazon, to Porto Alegre in the 
extreme south; from Recife, most east- 
erly point of the seaboard, to Acre on the 
borders of Peru; from the fashionable 
capital, Rio de Janeiro, to the Indian

News Report 


North America. The campus of the 
University of Illinois, at Champaign- 
Urbana, is to be the scene of the second 
general convention of the Foreign Mis- 
sions Fellowship of the Inter-Varsity 
Christian Fellowship. From December 27 
to 31, student volunteers for foreign mis- 
sionary service from many North Ameri- 
can institutions of higher learning will 
gather to discuss the present situation in 
Christian missions as it relates to stu- 
dents, and to listen to addresses from 
outstanding conservative leaders. 

The American Bible Society seeks to 
increase its normal distribution of Scrip- 
tures by 1,750,000 Bibles, 2,750,000 Testa- 
ments, and 5,500,000 Gospels annually for 
the next five years, says Dr. Eric M. 
North, executive secretary. This means 
approximately four times the present an- 
nual expenditure for the Scripture pro- 
gram will be needed. The society has 
been making valiant efforts since the war 
to supply the rapidly increasing need in 
various fields, but is stili far from meet- 
ing the demand. Japan, which purchased 
only 21,000 Bibles and 97,000 Testaments 
in 1936, last year received 100,000 Bibles 
and 870,000 Testaments and is calling for 
more. Figures show that the whole Bible 
has been translated into 185 languages, 
and some sections of the Bible into 905 
more languages. Approximately 30,000,- 
000 Bibles and biblical portions are sold 
or distributed free each year throughout 
the world. 


Japan. According to figures published 
in Japan for Christ magazine (Tokyo), a 
total of 784,893 persons attended meetings 
held last year under the auspices of the 
Japan for Christ Movement. Of this num- 
ber, 110,842 signed cards as inquirers. 
There were 40,246 applicants for bap- 
tism and 9,978 were actually baptized. 

At Kurume, the Emperor’s dairy farm 
has been acquired by the Far Eastern 
Gospel Crusade, with fourteen buildings, 
which are to be repaired and used to 
house a projected Bible school. 


Korea. On August 15, the third anni- 
versary of Korea’s liberation from the 
Japanese, Tai Han Min-kook, the new 
Republic of Korea, was formally created 
and Dr. Syngman Rhee became the first 
president. The Korean situation, how- 
ever, is still very bad, for north Korea is 
still in the hands of the communists, and 
support for the new regime in the south 
is far from enthusiastic. 

A missionary writes: “The Christians 
(in north Korea) under Russia are in a 
sorrowful plight—children forced to at- 
tend school on Sunday so that they can- 
not go to Sunday school and church. If 
they dare to go, they receive a reprimand 
and are forced to confess that they were 
wrong for going there—and this before 
the student body the next day. Then they 
are beaten publicly. Prayer meetings 
have been stopped. No Bibles may be 
had. Pastors are fleeing into south 
Korea because they are hounded up there 
and are forced to teach Communism.” 

One of these refugee pastors from

reports that more than three million 
refugees have escaped to south Korea, 
many of them Christians, since the 
strength of the Christan movement was 
in the north. Another recent report 
places the number of refugees at more 
than four and a half millions. 

Pastor Han began a church for the 
refugees in an abandoned Shinto temple 
in the capital, Seoul, near the end of 
November, 1945. Just nine attended the 
first prayer service, but when Easter, 
1947, came there were 1,700 adults and 
700 children in attendance and con- 
nected with the church. The growth has 
continued, and in spite of extensive al- 
terations, the holding of separate serv- 
ices for men and women, and the use of 
tents during the summer, the meetings 
are overcrowded. The Young-Nak Church 
carries on numerous special ministries 
in behalf of the refugees, many of whom 
have lost all their worldly possessions 
and some of whom have become sepa- 
rated from their families. 

An encouraging note is the arrival re- 
cently in Korea of one hundred tons of 
Bibles sent by the British and American 
Bible Societies. 


China. Bishop Frank Houghton, gen- 
eral director of the China Inland Mis- 
sion, arrived in New York from England 
with his wife, in late September. They 
are on their way to the headquarters of 
the mission in Shanghai, China. 

Speaking at a special service in Phila- 
delphia on September 24, Bishop Hough- 
ton said that China was passing through 
darkness and distress, but added that “it 
is our duty to go into this maelstrom of 
world events with God for the fulfillment 
of His will.” He told of visiting the mayor 
of Shanghai and praying for the mayor 
at the close of the interview, when the 
mayor remarked, “This is the first time 
this has happened to me: people gen- 
erally come to ask for favors, but no one 
has ever before come to pray for me. 
Thank you.” 

Referring to President Chiang Kai- 
shek as a “Christian leader,” Bishop 
Houghton said we need to pray more 
for him and talk less. As for the govern- 
ment of China, he said, “There is less 
corruption in it now than there has been 
for the past thirty years,” and in clever 
innuendo suggested that the govern- 
ments of the western powers are not 
entirely free from corruption in their 
politics. 

On June 20 a new means for reaching 
the boat people of south China was pro- 
vided in the dedication of the River Light 
Gospel Raft, at Canton. Missionaries .of 
the South China Boat Mission write: “We 
had seen many kinds of businesses car- 
ried on from rafts built of bamboo with 
a small structure above for office and 
living quarters. This gave us an idea for 
the Lord’s work.” The raft is built on 
five bundles of bamboo, with 140 sticks 
to the bundle. The front part is a chapel, 
which can seat about eighty people. Be- 
hind this are living quarters for the mis- 
sionaries. Above the entrance to the 
chapel is a room for the Chinese boat- 
man, who takes care of the rowing, up- 
keep and cleaning. of the raft. Rafts are 
cheaper than gospel boats both in origi-

India. On June 11 departed from this 
life at a very advanced age Mrs. Ada Lee, 
founder with her husband of the Lee 
Memorial Mission in Calcutta. The mis- 
sion was established as a memorial to 
the five Lee children, who were killed in 
a landslide near Darjeeling, in 1899, and 
has an impressive record of fruitful 
Christian ministry. A number of Ameri- 
can G.I.’s became acquainted with the 
work of the mission and with Mrs. Lee 
when they were stationed in India, and 
enjoyed the hospitality and spiritual fel- 
lowship offered them there. 

The theological Modernism of some 
missionaries sent to foreign lands is as 
distressing to the native church as it is 
to many of us at home. During the past 
season at the Landour Language: School 
for missionaries in India, an Indian 
teacher employed by a large American 
denomination was invited to give a 
chapel talk. In his address he pled on 
behalf of the Christians of India that 
America stop sending missionaries to 
India who tear down the little faith 
the Indian church has, by denying the 
essentials of the faith. 


Peru. “On August 15, Arequipa, an 
important city in southern Peru, cele- 
brated the 408th anniversary of its 
founding. One of the items of the pro- 
gram was a ‘solemn session’ convened by 
the municipality to publicly acknowledge 
services rendered to the city during the 
past year by institutions and persons. 

“Among those honored on this occa- 
sion was Nurse S. May Pritchard, who 
this year completes forty years of mis- 
sionary nursing service in Arequipa. 
When called to receive her diploma of 
honor from the mayor, Miss Pritchard 
was saluted with most enthusiastic ap- 
plause. When she began her service 
under the Evangelical Union of South 
America there were no trained nurses in 
the republic except her sister mission- 
aries. The valuable professional services 
which she has rendered had much to do 
with the setting up of the schools for 
nurses, through which the country now 
has a growing number of young women 
devoted to this service. Meanwhile, a 
strong native evangelical congregation 
has been built up in Arequipa, with 
which Nurse Pritchard has been closely 
identified” (John Ritchie).

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THE CHRISTIAN AND ANGER 
Ephesians 4:26 puzzles me much. 
What is meant by the words, “Be ye 
angry, and sin not: let not the sun go 
down upon your wrath”?—S.M_I., Con- 
nersville, Pa. 


This is a quotation from the Septua- 
gint Version (the ancient Greek version 
of the Old Testament) of Psalm 4:4. It 
is not anger in the ordinary sense which 
is meant here, that is, in an arbitrary or 
capricious sense, but rather “righteous 
indignation.” The Lord Jesus Himself 
felt deep anger in this respect at the 
hardness of men’s hearts (Mark 3:5), in 
this case at their utter callousness to 
human suffering and need, while claim- 
ing a minute observance of the law. God 
is frequently spoken of as exercising 
burning anger (the expression of His 
glowing holiness) against sin and op- 
pression, and even the Lamb bears ter- 
rible wrath (Rev. 6:16). 

But anger in any case must not ex- 
ceed proper limits. Even righteous in- 
dignation may exceed. It is a “danger- 
ous and exceptional weapon” in its func- 
tion of strife against evil, hence the ex- 
pression, “Be ye angry, and sin not.” If 
one must be angry, let it not become sin, 
is the sense of these words, and not per- 
mission to be angry. 

The next sentence in the verse empha- 
sizes this still further and “affords a 
safeguard against the abuse of righteous 
anger.” It must not be prolonged be- 
yond the time when the old day ends and 
another begins, when we have confessed 
and sought forgiveness for our sins. It 
is not to be fostered and cherished to 
become contention, and that which is 
alien to Christian character and life, 
which it can speedily destroy.

THE CARCASS AND THE EAGLES 

(1) Will you please explain Matthew 
24:28 with its reference to the carcass 
and the eagles gathered about it? (2) 
Does Matthew 24:40,41 refer to the 
rapture, or the return of the Lord in 
glory, or both? — D.H.R., Indianapolis, 

nd. 


(1) Matthew 24 is in general a picture 
of apostasy, tribulation and judgment. 
The carcass and the eagles refer, no 
doubt, to judgment. The picture is taken 
from Job 39:27-30, especially verse 30: 
“And where the slain are, there is she” 
(that is, the eagle). The word carcass 
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refers primarily to an apostate Jerusa- 
lem, but finally includes all nations. 
The eagles may very well stand for the 
angels as the instruments of judgment. 
It is a picture of judgment, sudden, swift 
and sure. 

(2) The discourses of Matthew 24 and 
25 were delivered from the Mount of 
Olives. They are a prophetic forecast of 
spiritual history from that time on till 
the end of the age. They were no doubt 
suggested by the remarks of the disciples 
concerning the temple, and their ques- 
tions concerning the time of future 
events. Matthew 24 deals with the Jews 
dispensationally, and with the destruc- 
tion of city and temple in the near fu- 
ture as typical of events in the distant 
future; while chapter 25 deals witn the 
Church and the nations. 

As for the meaning of “taken” and 
left,” opinion differs among expositors, 
depending on the point of view. Some 
regard this verse in connection with the 
rapture. In this case those “taken” are 
taken in a favorable sense to be with 
the Lord. If the point of view is after the 
rapture and immediately concerning the 
Jews, then “taken” refers to judgment 
(v. 39), and “left” to the blessing of 
earth’s millennium. 

But the main and underlying thought 
of this phrase (for whomsoever it is in- 
tended), and therefore most important, 
is the practical aspect of warning and 
imminence of the event, the certainty 
and swiftness of judgment or deliverance, 
and the exhortation to watch. “Taken” 
and “left” point rather to opposite des- 
tinies. Persons most intimately associated 
may thus be separated. No further warn- 
ings or opportunities of grace are given, 
since, as in Noah’s day, they will have 
been ignored. Only those who through 
faith are prepared, will escape the judg- 
ment. There is, however, no thought 
here of the Church passing through the 
tribulation.

VISION OF THE HORNS AND 
CARPENTERS 
What is the meaning of the four 


horns and the four carpenters in 
Zechariah 1:18-21?—H.P.S., Chicago, Iil. 


A horn is an emblem of power or em- 
pire. The four horns are described in 
verse 21 as “the horns of the Gentiles” 
or nations. Without doubt they are the 
four kingdoms or empires mentioned in 


Daniel 2 and 7, beginning with the 
Babylonian empire, which with King 
Nebuchadnezzar began “the times of the 
Gentiles,” and followed successively by 
the Medo-Persian, Grecian and Roman 
empires. 

In this vision they are connected with 
the people Israel as having scattered 
them and brought them low. Babylon 
particularly was in this respect an in- : 
strument of judgment in the hands of 
God upon his people Israel. The num- 
ber four indicates the universality of the 
scattering and suffering. 

But God is represented as being very 
angry at the excesses of these nations 
against Israel (v. 15). They went beyond 
God’s purpose in this matter in their 
pride and self-glory. They “helped for- 
ward [for for evil] the affliction” far be- 
yond His intention. Therefore, “four car- 
penters” or smiths are raised up to exe- 
cute judgment upon the four “horns.” 

But what do the four carpenters or 
skillful workmen represent? Undoubt- 
edly they also are four successive king- 
doms or empires, which are the means 
of judgment in the hands of God against 
the kingdoms which cruelly oppressed His 
people. 

But what is the identity of the four 
carpenters? Which kingdom in history 
do they represent? The only reasonable 
interpretation is that some of the car- 
penters are identical with the horns. 
Thus Medo-Persia was a carpenter sent 
of God against the horn Babylon. Medo- 
Persia in its turn became one of the 
horn kingdoms and against it was sent 
Greece as a carpenter. When Greece 
became a horn kingdom, Rome was sent 
as a carpenter kingdom which “frayed” 
or “terrified” the Grecian empire. In its 
turn Rome—still existing and yet to be in 
some form or center as the most terrible 
of all the “horns” under the leadership of 
a Satan-possessed head, bringing about 
the climax of Israel’s sorrows and suffer- 
ings—will finally be brought low by Dan- 
iel’s stone cut out without hands, growing 
into a mountain or kingdom. This stone 
is like to the Son of Man, who is to break 
in pieces all these horns as consummated 
in the last horn. His kingdom is an ever- 
lasting one and His dominion without 
end (Dan. 2:44, 45; 7:13, 14).

CHERETHITES AND PELETHITES 

Who are the Cherethites and Pele- 
thites mentioned in II Samuel 15:18 as 
going out with King David when he had 


to flee from Absalom?—H.S.S., Chicago, 
Til. 


These groups of men are first men- 
tioned in II Samuel 8:18 and appear to 
be especially trusted bodies of soldiers. 
This is apparent in their loyal devotion 
to King David in the hour of great peril 
at the hands of Absalom, his son. They 
probably constituted a sort of special 
body guard. 

Whatever the meaning of the words 
and the origin of these men, which are 
disputed, they appear to be of foreign 
origin. This is not surprising in view of 
David’s wanderings among other peoples 
while outlawed from the kingdom. The 
Philistines and Cherethites are named 
together in Ezekiel 25:16, and the Chere-

ETERNAL RETRIBUTION 

(1) Ezekiel 28:18 has been advanced 
in our Sunday school class in support 
of the view that punishment is not 
eternal and that the wicked are burned 
up, that is, annihilated. Will you please 
explain this verse? (2) According to 
John 18:31 the Jews did not have the 
power to impose sentence of death, 
How, then, could they stone Stephen. 
as in Acts 7, yet without mention of the 
illegality of such an act?—Mrs. J.S.K., 
Sulphur Springs, Ark. 


(1) As for Ezekiel 28:18 and the 
words, “therefore will I bring forth a 
fire from the midst of thee, it shall de- 
vour thee, and I will bring thee to ashes 
upon the earth,” it is part of a prophecy 
directed primarily against the prince of 
Tyre and against the city of Tyre, for its 
prince also stands for city and people. 
This verse is chiefly intended to show 
that God’s judgment is certain and com- 
plete; that His judgments upon sinners 
take rise from themselves. They are de- 
voured by a fire of their own kindling. 
“T will bring thee to ashes” is a figure 
of such complete judgment. It means 
being brought to nothing. And even if 
it refers to a physical body, all the dead 
come to dust and ashes, even the believ- 
ing dead; but that doesn’t mean anni- 
hilation. Fire does not destroy the squl 
or spirit. Even the “second death” which 
is truly death, refers to complete dark- 
ness, the everlasting separation of the 
soul from God. 

The eternal character of both salvation 
and condemnation are sufficiently and 
abundantly plain in the Scriptures. The 
same word is used for both. If it is not 
true of one, it is not true of the other. 

The meaning of the word “eternal” 
with regard to God’s wrath and retribu- 
tion is made plain by such words as 
“abideth” in John 3:36. “The wrath of 
God” cannot abide on those who do not 
exist. If the wicked or the unredeemed 
are “burned up” in a sense of total ex- 
tinction, then there is no meaning to 
the words of the Lord Jesus Himself 
when He spoke of “the fire that never 
shall be quenched:: where their worm 
dieth not” (Mark 9:43, 44, italics ours). 

(2) The Jewish leaders did not have 
the power of life and death, although 
they had sentenced the Lord Jesus to 
death. They could punish, but not with 
capital punishment. They had lost that 
power for some twenty-five years by 
that time. 

The stoning of Stephen was an illegal 
act. There was no trial by any responsible 
group, as in the case of the Lord Jesus. 
It was the action of a fanatical and vio- 
lent mob unrestrained now by the pres- 
ence of a Roman governor and soldiers. 
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These were present in the city at the 
time of the Passover when the Lord was 
tried and sentenced. Luke, the writer of 
the account in Acts, does not mention the 
illegality of the stoning of Stephen be- 
cause there is nothing in his purpose in 
writing to require it. It is taken for 
granted. 


The Cities of Refuge

save one (v. 36), they are still referred 
to as cities of refuge. According to the 
sacred record, the request for these cities 
followed much the same pattern as that 
of the daughters of Zelophehad. The 
Levites appealed to “Eleazar the priest, 
and unto Joshua the son of Nun, and 
unto the heads of the tribes of Israel” 
(v. 1), reminding them that a command- 
ment had been given concerning these 
cities. 

It is beautiful to see that the response 
to this was immediate; there was no hesi- 
tancy whatever. “The children of Israel 
gave unto the Levites out of their inheri- 
tance, at the commandment of the Lord, 
these cities and their suburbs.” This 
giving “out of their inheritance” is in 
keeping with the principle laid down else- 
where in the Word of God, that those who 
minister to us in divine things are to 
receive out of that which we have re- 
ceived from the Lord. The Christian is 
to give “as God hath prospered him” 
(I Cor. 16:2). As for those who preach 
the gospel, the Lord has ordained that 
they “should live of the gospel” (I Cor. 
9:14). 

The scattering of the Levites through- 
out the tribes of Israel seems to be for 
the purpose of facilitating their ministry 
to all. It is the very opposite of the cen- 
tralization of ecclesiastical power. It 
should be noted that Jerusalem was not 
among the cities assigned to the Levites. 
Rather, the city of Hebron was given first 
place. 

In that connection a lovely thing is 
mentioned. It will be remembered that 
that city was given to Caleb. But here 
we find that in the end he had only “the 
fields of the city, and the villages thereof” 
(v. 12). Since we read of no objection on 
his part to this arrangement, we may 
assume that he willingly yielded the city 
itself to his brethren the Levites. Thus by 
inference we learn something more of the 
wonderful character of this man Caleb. 

The fact that there were exactly forty- 
eight cities given to the Levites is also 
significant. That is just double the num- 
ber of the courses into which David di- 
vided the priesthood (I Chron. 24). These 
cities were situated on both sides of the 
Jordan, and thus, like the cities of refuge 
which were numbered among them, they 
were naturally divided into two groups. 
It may be that we have here a suggestion 
of the twofold ministry of the priesthood. 
Scripture teaches us that our priesthood 
as believers is both “an holy priesthood” 
and “a royal priesthood” (I Pet. 2:5, 9). 

We get a similar distinction in Hebrews 
5:1, 2, where it is stated that it was the 
function of the high priest to “offer both 
gifts and sacrifices for sins” and to “have 
compassion on the ignorant, and on them 
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that are out of the way.” This last fits 
in well with the fact that the priests who 
formed such an important part of the 
tribe of Levi should live in the cities of 
refuge. They would thus be immediately 
available when needed by one who had 
ignorantly slain another. 

To make a practical application, one 
feels led to ask, How much do you and 
I, who as believers belong to this spir- 
itual priesthood, exercise our holy office 
in this way? 

Even though the cities of the Levites 
were naturally divided into two groups 
by the Jordan, we find that the children 
of Gershon and the children of Merari 
were given cities on both sides of it (vv. 
6, 7). If the one side may be used to rep- 
resent the heavenly side of things and 
the other the earthly side, then we have 
here a fine illustration of the intimate re- 
lation that should exist between our serv- 
ices for the Lord, whether they be in the 
sanctuary or on the street. We are so 
apt to divide our work and call one part 
“sacred” and the other part “secular.” 
Actually these are but two sides of the 
same thing, for whatever we do we should 
do it heartily as unto the Lord. 

The chapter closes with a precious ref- 
erence to the faithfulness of God. He had 
sworn to the fathers of these men of 
Israel that He would give them the land. 
Accordingly we read that He “gave unto 
Israel all the land which he sware to 
give.” And not only that, He “gave them 
rest round about, according to all that he 
sware unto their fathers.” Moreover, He 
“delivered all their enemies into their 
hand. There failed not ought of any good 
thing which the Lord had spoken unto 
the house of Israel; all came to pass.” 

“Lord, ’tis enough, we ask no more; 

Thy grace around us pours 

Its rich and unexhausted store, 

And all its joy is ours.”

all nations shall serve him” (Ps. 72:11). 

The nations will learn war no more. 
“And he shall judge among the nations, 
and shall rebuke many people: and they 
shall beat their swords into plowshares, 
and their spears into pruninghooks: na- 
tion shall not lift up sword against na- 
tion, neither shall they learn war any 
more” (Isa, 2:4). 

They will go up to Jerusalem to wor- 
ship. “And it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is left of all the nations 
which came against Jerusalem shall even 
go up from year to year to worship the 
King, the Lord of hosts, and to keep the 
feast of tabernacles” (Zech. 14:16). 

The desert will blossom as the rose. 
“The wilderness and the solitary place 
shall be glad for them; and the desert 
shall rejoice, and blossom as the rose” 
(Isa. 35:1). 

“The earth shall be filled with the 
knowledge of the glory of the Lord, as 
the waters cover the sea” (Hab. 2:14). 
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December 19 
Good News in the Bible 
Luke 2:1-14 

Memory Selection: Be not afraid; for 
behold, I bring you good tidings of great 
joy which shall be to all people-——Luke 
2:10, R.V. 

Certainly the most important news 
story that ever could be recorded is 
that “God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not per- 
ish, but have everlasting life.” While 
some men may sit disinterested and 
others go about in deliberate rejection 
of the Son of God, nevertheless there 
is no more important or wonderful mes- 
sage than that of the gospel of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ. 


I. The Setting of the Nativity (vv.1-5). 

Luke, as a good historian, is careful to 
give a number of important facts about 
the time of Christ’s birth. From this 
brief passage we learn who the Roman 
emperor was, the governor of Syria at 
the time, the particular edict of the em- 
peror, and a careful deiineation of the 
relationship of this decree to the holy 
family. 

Caesar Augustus was the grandnephew 
of Julius Caesar. Though only nineteen 
years of age when Caesar was slain, he 
was able to overcome his foes so that 
thirteen years later, after the battle of 
Actium, he had no rival. He reigned from 
31 B. C. to A. D. 14. While many mo- 
mentous events took place during his 
emperorship, none was more important 
than that in our lesson today. 

Quirinius was governor of Syria. As a 
matter of fact, authorities have found 
evidence that Quirinius “twice governed 
Syria as legatus of the divine Augustus.” 
Luke is careful to state (A.S.V.) that this 
was the first enrollment made when 
Quirinius was governor of Syria. 

It is evident from the record here that 
the census was taken in Jewish fashion, 
rather than in Roman, in that those to 
enroll had to go to the city of their 
fathers. Luke tells us that Joseph went 
up from Galilee to Bethlehem because he 
was of the house and family of David. 


II. The Fact of the Nativity (vv. 6,7). 

The rigors of such a journey, particu- 
larly for Mary, must have been great. 
However, it would seem that the de- 
cree had been issued so as to permit no 
exception. 

You will notice that Luke, as Matthew, 
is very careful to guard what is said, so 
that we understand exactly the relation- 
ship between Mary and Joseph (Luke 
2:5; Matt. 1:16, 18, 20, 25). 

The statement concerning the actual 
birth of Jesus Christ is given in utmost 
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simplicity. Although mentioned almost 
in passing, how much is inferred in those 
few words, “because there was no room 
for them in the inn” (v. 7). Unques- 
tionably our Lord was cared for as was 
any other child born into a poor home in 
Palestine. However, He seems to have 
been born the poorest of the poor, for 
He was born not even in a home, but in 
a place where there was a manger. 

There was no acclaim, no plaudits 
of the crowd, no blaring of trumpets. 
Quietly, without ostentation, in the most 
rigorous simplicity, God gave His best 
gift to men. It is frequently so. Oh, that 
we would learn to look for the blessings 
of God, not in the high and lofty things 
which would take men’s eyes, but in the 
commonplace, in the everyday walk of 
life, even in the things that it takes re- 
deemed eyes to see. 


III. The Announcement of the Nativ- 
ity (vv. 8-14). 

How beautifully simple and heart- 
warming the narrative which tells of 
God’s concern that humble shepherds 
should know of the advent of His Son. 
It is still true that, though our God is 
the high and lofty One that inhabiteth 
eternity and is holy, nevertheless He 
dwells with him that is of a contrite 
and humble spirit (Isa. 57:15). 

Note that these shepherds were about 
their business. God will meet us in our 
everyday tasks, if we are in a position 
to be met. Of course, it is necessary on 
occasion to close the door of the closet, 
to be alone with Him. In such solemn 
moments, He may reveal Himself to us 
in great power and glory. On the other 
hand, let us not make the mistake of 
thinking that the countless round of 
regular duties is apart from the concern 
and care of God. 

Someone has rendered verse 10 as the 
angel saying to the shepherds, “Put away 
all fear.” What a wonderful and glorious 
message is the gospel! The heart and 
center of it is that a Saviour has been 
born (v. 11). Of course, this infers that 
men need saving. When we come face to 
face with our sin, and see our desperate 
need, it is then we cry out to God for 
salvation. Thank God, He has already 
given His Son to be the Saviour of all 
who call upon Him. 

Notice the identity of the Saviour: He 
is Christ the Lord, that is, He is the 
Messiah promised in the Old Testament, 
and He is the Lord of life. 

Had the shepherds started out to 
Bethlehem without the further word of 
verse 12, they might have made their 
way to a mansion. Instead, they made 
their way to a manger. 

While our world may be far removed 
from the sheltered and quiet world of 
the shepherds, nevertheless, even now 
the Christmas message comes to us with 
its instruction to put away all fear. To 
those who have trusted in Christ as per- 


sonal Saviour, there can be fearlessness. 
Whatever life holds, the child of God is 
unafraid. Our Saviour delivers from 
death, from hell, from all our foes. 





December 26 
Apocalyptic Literature 
in the Bible 
Revelation 21:1-7; 22:1-5, 17 

Memory Selection: The kingdom of 
the world has become the kingdom of 
our Lord, and of his Christ; and he 
shall reign forever and ever.—Revelation 
11:15, RN. 

The Spirit of God has spoken through 
prophets and apostles concerning com- 
ing days. Great sections of the Word 
have to do with coming events. These 
passages uniformly present the majesty 
and glory of God as He, in the person 
of His Son, takes to Himself His great 
power and reigns. 

Isaiah saw the day when by His own 
mighty arm God would bring victory. 
Micah foretold of the day when peace 
would cover the earth as the waters 
cover the sea. Daniel rejoiced in the vi- 
sions of the coming Son of Man. Habak- 
kuk described the glorious appearing of 
our great God and Saviour. Zechariah 
saw Him in visions as He will plant His 
feet upon Mount of Olives. 

Many of these prophets wrote in days 
when opposition was great, when per- 
haps they were tempted to despair. But 
the Spirit of God gave them messages 
of hope, of glorious anticipation. 

Our lesson today takes us-to the Apoca- 
lypse of the New Testament. Like those 
of old covenant days, the apostle John 
was given to see the glory and triumph 
of the Son of God. We thank God for 
the hope of His coming, and meanwhile 
would obey His injunction, “Occupy till 
I come” (Luke 19:13). 


I. New Heavens and New Earth (21:1) 

Comparatively few passages seem to 
refer to this ultimate revelation concern- 
ing God’s dealings; much more is said 
of the Lord’s coming, of the attendant 
circumstances, and of the Millennium. 
However, Isaiah spoke of the day when 
the Lord would create new heavens and a 
new earth (Isa. 65:17). Undoubtedly 
Peter saw this same occurrence (II Pet. 
3:11-13). Probably Paul was referring to 
this event when he spoke of our Lord’s 
delivering up the kingdom to God the 
Father (I Cor. 15:24-28). 

While we may take the expression “the 
sea is no more” as referring to the wicked 
and the ungodly (cf. Isa. 57:20, 21), we 
may also understand some literal con- 
notation are involved. Certainly, that 
which is necessary to life as we now 
know it will not necessarily be as impore 
tant in the coming day. 


II. New Jerusalem (21:2) 

The imagery of this verse is startlingly 
vivid and marvelously moving. The new 
Jerusalem, the holy city, is seen as the 
bride adorned for her husband. No one 
who has taken part in a wedding cere- 
mony can be unmindful of all that is in- 
volved in this declaration. Certainly, in 
that day, when we share in the glory of 
God, there will be no remembrance of 
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the pains, the sorrows, the heartaches, 
the problems of earth. 


Ill. New Things (21:3-7) 

First of all, we have here the new re- 
lationship which God will sustain to all 
men (v. 3). What a wonderful world it 
will be when everyone can say truly that 
the Lord of heaven and earth is his God. 

But that is not all; there is the ban- 
ishment of old things. There will be no 
sorrow, no death, no pain. What one of 
us sorely tried by adversity, tested by the 
defection of friends, borne down because 
of the opposition of foes, has not cried 
out to God for deliverance. We need 
the constant reminder of the Word of 
God as to God’s purposes with us in this 
age. The glory is by and by. 

These blessed new things which will be 
ours in a coming day are ours through 
the ministry of Him who is Alpha and 
Omega. He makes all things new. He 
alone can accomplish the blessings here 
described. 

These blessings are in store for those 
who drink of the fountain of the water 
of life, for those who in His strength have 
overcome (vv. 6, 7). 

Nor dare we pass by the reference in 
verse 8 as to who is excluded from the 
paradise of God. What one of us in our 
natural state is not described here? How 
much we need the blood of Christ. Thank 
God for the Saviour, who saves to the 
uttermost, who gives to him that is 
athirst of the water of life freely, who 
gives power to overcome the foe. 


IV. Newness of Life (22:1-5) 

There are those who believe that Reve- 
lation 21:9—22:5 refers to millennial 
scenes, and thus would take us chrono- 
logically back to the time prior to the 
opening verses of Revelation 21. There 
seem to be good reasons for such a po- 
sition. For example, you will notice that 
in Revelation 22:2 there is a reference to 
the healing of the nations, and again in 
Revelation 21:24-27 millennial splendor 
seems involved, with the nations walking 
amid the light of the city of God. 

However that may be, there is no ques- 
tion that Revelation 22:1-5 describes a 
glorious future. The lifting of the Edenic 
curse (v. 3) will undoubtedly involve a 
splendor for the creation that we can 
hardly dream. As for the servants of 
God, they shall serve Him fully and per- 
fectly (v. 3). Never again will there be 
a night of discouragement, hardship, or 
heartache. No longer shall we be de- 
pendent on earthly lights, for the Lord 
will give light, and the child of God will 
reign forever and ever. 
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The World in Which 
Jesus Lived 
Galatians 4:4; Luke 2:1-7; Matthew 
22:15, 16, 23 

Memory Selection: When the fullness 
of the time came, God sent forth his 
Son.—Galatians 4:4, R.V. 

Our lesson today launches a six-month 
study of the life of our Lord. Here is a 
life which invites the closest inspection. 
Our blessed Lord has never disappointed 
anyone who has come to Him honestly 
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and with a sense of need. 


I. The Heavenly Scene (Gal. 4:4) 

In our consideration of the incarna- 
tion, we often limit ourselves to what 
happened on earth. As a matter of fact, 
there was a parting scene in heaven. 
This scripture would remind us that God 
sent forth His Son. Though He did not 
become any less God, yet in some sense, 
perhaps very much beyond our ability to 
understand, there came the day when the 
Lord left the glory to come into this 
world of sin and shame, that He might 
give His life a ransom for many. 

The coming of our Lord was timed— 
“when the fullness of the time came.” 
There is an orderliness and precision 
about the movements of God. He who 
knows all things, He whose power is 
unlimited, will act at the right time. 

Perhaps some would question that the 
timing of our Lord’s advent was propi- 
tious. The Roman world was sunk in 
iniquity; the Jewish world was cursed by 
formalism; the heathen world was im- 
potent. Morality was seldom lower. In- 
tellectually, men had risen to great 
heights; commercially, they had in bold 
enterprise conquered lands and seas as 
never before. But thinking men still rec- 
ognized they needed something. We 
know they needed Someone; and, thank 
God, He appeared! 

What a scene it must have been as 
our Lord, though rich, for our sakes be- 
came poor, that we might become rich. 
Perhaps angels stood wonderingly by, 
seraphim and cherubim looked on in 
awe, as our blessed Lord, “existing in 
the form of God, counted not the being 
on an equality with God a thing to be 
grasped, but emptied himself, taking the 
form of a servant, being made in the like- 
ness of men; and being found in fashion 
as a man, he humbled himself, becoming 
obedient even unto death, yea, the death 
of the cross” (Phil. 2:6-8, R.V.). 


II. The Earthly Scene (Luke 2:1-7) 

This Scripture portion was considered 
in our Christmas lesson. Here, however, 
we are particularly concerned with the 
political situation into which our Lord 
was born. 

These were dark days for Israel. Gone 
was the scepter; the ephod for the most 
part was in the hands of unworthy men. 
The yoke of Rome was upon them. While 
a degree of latitude had been granted 
them in things political, in the essentials 
the Roman governor had always to be 
consulted. The power of Rome is pro- 
verbial. If Caesar were to order a cen- 
sus, it would be taken, and no excuses 
permitted. 


Though sad the condition of Israel, 
and though dark the picture of the na- 
tivity record (v. 7), there was a darker 
feature that still obtains to this day. 
The world is in the thralldom of sin, 
under the yoke of the evil one. Here is 
a despotism more severe than that of any 
earthly monarch. Thank God, the Lord 
Jesus Christ came into the midst of 
slavery that He might break the chains 
of sin and set the captive free. 


Ill. Human Opposition (Matt. 22:15, 
16, 23) 
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Spiritually, Israel was ruled by those 
who cared more for the plaudits of men 
than for the will of God. Bitterness, in- 
trigue and strife characterized the lead- 
ers. The high priesthood could be bought 
and sold. One man could continue his 
influence by seeing to it that his own 
relatives and friends had the appoint- 
ment. It was indeed a black world into 
which our Lord came. 

There were the Pharisees (v. 15). The 
word means separatists. These leaders 
prided themselves on their separation 
from everyone else. They were the select 
people; they were the privileged caste. 
Needless to say, they were the enemies 
of our Lord. His plain speech, His em- 
phasis on the reality of religious pro- 
fession, His candid censure, evoked their 
bitter opposition. 

In Matthew 22 we see them banded 
with the Herodians, attempting to catch 
our Lord by their captious questions. It 
is hard to think of two groups of men 
who would have so little in common as 
the Pharisees and Herodians. The latter 
were devotees of Herod, representative of 
Roman rule in Palestine. These men 
were so unpatriotic that they made 
their bed with the conquerors of Israel. 

The trickery involved in the question 
propounded is evident to anyone who un- 
derstands the things for which these two 
groups stood. Render tribute to Caesar 
or not? If our Lord said “Yes,” imme- 
diately the Pharisees would question Him 
as they questioned the Herodians; if our 
Lord said “No,” the Herodians would im- 
mediately run to the authorities to say 
that He was an insurrectionist. But our 
Lord knew their double-dealing hearts. 
No wonder that they marveled and left 
Him (v. 22). 

A third group in the social and re- 
ligious life of Israel were the Saddu- 
cees (v. 23). The rationalists of the day, 
the so-called modernists of antiquity, 
they claimed there was no resurrection. 
Because they knew nothing of supernat- 
ural power, they said there was none. 

Here then was the scene into which the 
Lord Jesus same. But, thank God, He 
came to lift man by His cross from such 
a state into fellowship with Himself. 





January 9 
Sources of Our Knowledge 
of Jesus ; 

Luke 1:1-4; John 20:30, 31; 21:25; 
I Corinthians 15:3-5; I John 1:1-4 
Memory Selection: These are written 

that you may believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God, and that believ- 
ing ye may have life in his name.—John 
20:31, R.V. 

While there is corroborative historical 
evidence that Jesus Christ lived and 
died, the main source and most trust- 
worthy record is our Bible. The Word 
of God meets all the demands that can 
be made of any book so far as the re- 
liability of its history is concerned. 

No child of God need fear even the 
most rigid inspection of the manuscripts 
of Scripture as to their truthfulness. This 
includes not only the spiritual verities, 
the moral commands and eternal values, 
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but the historicity of the events recited. 
Moody Monthly 
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What is recorded as history actually 
happened. 

Slight deviations in the recital of a 
narrative attest the reliability of the 
records. Mark it well, there are no con- 
tradictions, but there are those differ- 
ences of emphasis and viewpoint which 
are easily discernible in the Gospel rec- 
ords. For the four Gospels to have been 
written in precisely the same language 
would have been to raise a question as 
to their genuineness. Not without reason, 
there would have been leveled against 
such manuscripts the charge that they 
were the product of collusion. 

We know about the Lord Jesus because 
of what the Bible tells us. That record 
is trustworthy. It has been so regarded 
by Christians from the very beginning. 
In addition, we know the power of the 
Word of God in lives even to this day, a 
power which marks its origin as divine. 


I. The Historicity of the Record (John 
21:25; Luke 1:1-4) 

John openly acknowledges that there 
was far more to write about the life, 
death and resurrection of the Lord Jesus 
than has been written, or than could be 
written. The writers of Scripture were 
not handicapped by a lack of material; 


fictional stories, legendary occurrences , 


were not added. The writers of the Word 
of God wrote the truth (note carefully 
John 21:24, 25). 

The opening paragraph of Luke’s Gos- 
pel is the writing of a very careful his- 
torian. First of all, he indicates that 
others had written on the same subject 
(v. 1), and that they were eye-witnesses 
and ministers of the Word (v. 2). It is 
apparent, therefore, that he did not con- 
sider his writing unique, and that he re- 
garded these other narratives as trust- 
worthy. In verses 3 and 4 we have Luke’s 
apology for giving his account of the 
Lord’s ministry. 

Luke’s careful cataloging of material 
indicates that he traced the course of 
all things accurately from the first. He 
probably looked into all the records 
available, and made pilgrimages to dif- 
ferent places to ascertain the accuracy 
of the information. 

It is evident that He was led of the 
Spirit to trace matters carefully as any 
good historian would do. In proof of this 
fact, notice the expression “from the 
first” (v. 3), which may literally be 
rendered “from above.” 

It cannot be affirmed too strongly that 
we have here the record of actual his- 
torical events. Christianity is based upon 
certain definite, objective historic occur- 
rences. The early foes of Christianity 
recognized this fact, and so leveled their 
attacks against the credibility and re- 
liability of the sacred Scriptures. These 
critics failed in their attempt to dis- 
credit Christianity. Much of so-called 
Modernism stems from those early at- 
tacks. We do not need to apologize. The 
Word of God stands absolutely untram- 
meled, unshaken and unconquered. 


II. The Purpose of the Record (John 
20:30, 31; I John 1:1-4) 

John says the record in his Gospel was 
given in order that men might believe 
that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God, 
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and that believing it they might have life 
through His name. Under the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit, he selected certain of 
the great miracles performed by our Lord 
to reveal who the Lord Jesus is, and 
what we may have if we trust Him. 

I John 1:1-4, also written by John, tells 
us that book was written that others 
might have fellowship with the apostles 
(v. 3), and that our joy might be made 
full (v. 4). 

The Lord in faithfulness has given us 
His Word in order that we might know 
the Lord Jesus; in order that we might 
experience the salvation of God; in order 
that we might have fellowship one with 
another, but particularly with Him; and 
in order that our joy might overflow. 


III. The Message of the Record 
(I Cor. 15:3-5) 

Here we have the celebrated epitome 
of what the gospel is. Actually there 
are four facts involved in this statement 
of Paul’s: (1) Christ died for our sins; 
(2) He was buried; (3) He was raised on 
the third day; (4) He appeared to men. 

In one single, simple utterance, the 
apostle Paul, by the Spirit of God, an- 
swers the question as to why Christ died. 
He died for our sins. It is strange that 
men should deny the existence of, or re- 
gard lightly, that for which the Scripture 
says the Lord Jesus died. The most im- 
portant question in all the universe is 
how a sinful man can have fellowship 
with a holy God, or how a holy God can 
look favorably upon sinful man. The only 
proper answer is that of Scripture: the 
Lord Jesus died, the Just for the unjust, 
that He might bring us to God. 

While there are many different kinds 
of literature in the Word of God, and 
many different messages with various 
emphases, the whole book of God joins 
in one particular message: the Son of 
Man is come to seek and to save that 
which is lost. 





Reaching Brazil's Children 
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hovels in the far interior of Matto Grosso 
on the border of Paraguay.” 

Bible institutes now include child evan- 
gelism in their courses of training. From 
one of these at Pedra, Rio de Janeiro, the 
students take out more than twenty flan- 
nel boards each weekend to hold meet- 
ings for children in churches, private 
homes and the open air, with conversions 
occurring weekly. Individual mission- 
aries also train children’s workers, and 
the Brazilian church has provided a 
number of the leaders as well as the vast 
majority of the teachers of the children’s 
classes. 

Dona Else Magalhaes Lima, director for 
Rio de Janeiro, has consecrated her life 
and all that she has to the Lord for the 
evangelization of the children of Brazil. 
A young woman, Elda Rizzo Emerique, 
without apparent means of support, nev- 
ertheless gives her whole time to the 
work in the far interior on the Para- 
guayan border, even crossing into that 
country to hold classes. 

The north Brazil area, comprising some 
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ten states, is about half the size of the 
whole United States and has a popula- 
tion of about twenty million. According 
to Esther Blowers, C.E.F. director for 
this area, at least ten million of these 
are children fifteen years of age or under. 

Recife, with a population of half a 
million, is the major center of north 
Brazil, and here an extensive ministry in 
behalf of the children is carried on. The 
training of teachers for the classes is 
fundamental. At least fifty teachers each 
year are trained in Recife in classes held 
in various churches, Bible schools, and 
the home of the director. More than two 
hundred have completed the course and 
have successfully conducted children’s 
classes, leading many children to the 
Lord. Some come from distant states 
and at considerable personal cost. One 
woman had been saving for years to buy 
a new set of false teeth, but believing the 
Lord was calling her to a ministry among 
the children she spent the money for 
training. During the past few years she 
has brought hundreds of children to 
Christ. 

The average class in the poorer sub- 
urbs of Recife has thirty-five children, 
98 per cent of whom come from unbe- 
lieving homes. Of these, twenty-five 
make a profession of faith in Christ after 
being dealt with individually by the 
teacher. Half of them are able to attend 
a Sunday school, and half of these are 
even able to bring their parents into the 
church; so it is no wonder that churches 
in the neighborhood of the classes have 
grown rapidly. 

In the better class districts there is 
more serious opposition and results are 
not so large. Yet Miss Blowers reports a 
class in one of the large private schools 
where she reaches one hundred fifty to 
two hundred children of the better class 
twice a week. Each child is dealt with 
personally at least twice a school year, 
with the result that more than two-thirds 
make a profession of faith, even though 
family opposition may keep them from 
attending church services. 

Such classes in the schools are also 
allowed in government graded schools on 
school time. The law permits religious 
instruction for half an hour a week in 
each grade. In 1947, in Sao Paulo, vol- 
unteer workers held classes in nine 
schools, with a weekly attendance of 
more than six hundred. In 1948 more 
schools have been entered, and it is 
hoped that soon this work will spread 
throughout the country. 

In the children of Brazil a good foun- 
dation is being laid for the Christian 
Church of tomorrow. And it is well for 
us to take note that Brazil is the largest, 
most populous country in the most rap- 
idly growing region in the world today. 
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dled 137,000 letters. On an average each 
person last year handled more than 2,250 
letters, or more than five times as many 
as I could handle alone. With the help 
of others, even my own efforts are ac- 
complishing five times as much as they 
did when I was working alone. It is 
small wonder, then, that we put little 
stock in the assertions of some of our 
force that they are doing such menial 
tasks that they aren’t accomplishing any- 
thing for Christ. 

A great deal of time and effort and 
money goes in to the makeup of Good 
News Broadcaster and Young Ambassa- 
dor.

But how 
much good do you think all that effort 
and expense would do if we had no one 
to address the publications properly and 
mail them out?

There is a great deal of excellent ma- 
terial in our magazine, but every issue 
must depend upon the unfailing loyalty 
and service of those who feel, perhaps, 
that their task is unimportant. 

If you have any doubt of the impor- 
tance of the so-called insignificant tasks, 
take out your Bible and read I Corin- 
thians 12. It gives a better picture of 
the kingdom of Christ than I can ever 
do. Everyone is to be working with the 
talents and abilities that the Lord has 
given him, so the Word may be spread 
and souls won. 


Worx HERE May seem to be 
ever so insignificant in a worldly sense, 
and yet God is going to place honor 
where honor belongs. When we all get 
to glory and begin to reap the reward for 
the souls that have been won as the re- 
sult of the broadcast’s efforts, we’re all 
going to have a part in them. All, that 
is, who are working here for the purpose 
of serving God. 

I’m afraid that from a third to a half 
of our workers are giving little thought 
to the part their job has in spreading 
the gospel. They are working for the 
sole purpose of getting a pay check at 
the end of the week. Their hearts aren’t 
right. Their motives aren’t right. They 
are working for their pay check, and that 
will be the end of what they get. But it 
will be very different for those who are 
laboring here because it is a place in 
which to serve Christ. With them it won’t 
matter how lowly or lofty their task may 
be. They will all share equally in the 
rewards. 

Look again at the picture of the body 
as I Corinthians 12 gives it to us. Sup- 
pose my hands don’t like the job they’re 
doing and want to do what the feet are 
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doing. It would turn the whole body 
upside down. z 

I told the folks here that the most 
important part of my body is the heart. 
They’ve never seen it, but it’s there work- 
ing all the time. I need my lungs to make 
my voice audible. I need my eyes to see 
the outline. Each member of the body 
must do its appointed task if I am to be 
able to function normally. So it is with 
the body of Christ. The Lord needs 
voices to speak for Him. He needs feet 
to walk for Him. He needs hands to 
work for Him, that His ministry may go 
forward. Why should we say, then, that 
the Lord has no place for us in His 
ministry because we are hands and not 
a voice? . 

There has never been a time in the 
history of the “Back to the Bible Broad- 
cast” when our need for skilled help has 
been so acute. And I know from others 
in Christian enterprise that the situa- 
tion is the same all over the nation. 
Christian organizations, dedicated to the 
sole purpose of winning the lost for 
Christ, are having their efficiency im- 
paired, are not able to carry on in the 
way they have an opnortunity to do, be- 
cause of a lack of skilled help. 

Young men and women who know the 
Lord and want to work for Him seriously 
search themselves to see whether or not 
the Lord would have them in the min- 
istry, the mission field or evangelism. If 
they find they aren’t suited for one of 
these, they turn reluctantly to secular 
work, dissatisfied and unhappy with their 
lot. If one is completely consecrated and 
ready to serve God with whatever talents 
He has given him, I can say without fear 
of contradiction that there is a place for 
him in some form of full-time Christian 
service. 


A: THE BROADCAST our needs 
run along certain specialized lines. In 
other Christian enterprises the needs run 
along differing lines. Right now we have 
an acute shortage of all classes of office 
workers. A short time ago our personnel 
director mailed a plea to those on our 
pastors’ list asking that they urge their 
young people to apply to us for jobs. 
We're behind with our mail because we 
can’t get additional mail sorters and typ- 
ists. We’re running behind with our filing 
and posting. We need more competent 
stenographers who have had _ business 
school training or enough practical ex- 
perience to enable them to take dicta- 
tion and go ahead with their work with 
a minimum of supervision. 

The scale of pay in most Christian en- 
terprises is equal to that of the average 
secular business of a similar size. Few 
firms expect their help to work for noth- 
ing. But we cannot compete for help by 
bidding up the wages as some secular 
organizations have done. Our need, and 
the needs of all Christian businesses 
today, is for competent, consecrated 
Christian young people who are work- 
ing not for their checks alone, but for 
the glory of God. 

It’s as I told a young woman last week, 
who came to talk about working for us. 
She is a highly talented Christian who

sonal property. What an investment was 
his! Talents, substance or life cannot be 
invested in Jesus without surprising re- 
turns—returns, not necessarily in quan- 
tity, but in quality. Have you invited 
Jesus to touch your gift? 

In John 12:24 a kernel of corn is spoken 
of as falling into the ground and dying, 
but bringing forth much fruit. This is 
exactly what happened to the lad’s bread 
and fish. He relinquished them with no 
selfish thought of return, only to find, 
surprisingly enough, an abundant har- 
vest. 

There is the common acorn, for exam- 
ple. When it is buried in Mother Earth, 
when it is softened by heavenly rains, 
when the chemicals of the soil have had 
their effect upon it, then, and not until 
then, will the sun, with its warming and 
life-giving power, raise the acorn into 
newness of life, multiplying it into the 
mighty oak tree, which tree yields a har- 
vest of acorns identical to the one thus 
buried. 

As another example: The mighty red- 
wood tree, through whose trunk a motor 
bus may pass, is none other than a devel- 
oped sapling not more than a half inch 
in height, which came from the tiniest 
of seeds. Tremendous development in- 
deed! God always compounds compound 
interest, beyond our computation, when 
we invest in Him.

Lt the way around the world—from 
A South Africa to Alaska, from India 
to the West Indies—Moody Correspond- 
ence School students are hard at work 
learning their lessons.

knew that there were sheet music yuletide 
publications, but this collection of Christ- 
mas solos and duets, written in gospel song 
form, filled a long- felt need. 

Mr. Loes and Mr. Schuler, both of the 
Institute music faculty, are well known for 
their distinctive styles and lyrical produc- 
tions. In this book they delightfully com- 
plement each other, forming an artistic 
combination that is not too difficult for the 
untrained player and yet appeals to the 
one of pianistic accomplishment. 

Every one of the fourteen numbers is a 
brand new composition. Seven are exclu- 
sively solos and duets; four may be used as 
solos or duets; two are solos for low voice; 
and one three-page number is a beautiful 
alto solo with quartet or choir. 

An unusual feature is the adaptability of 
the contents to the choral presentation of 
the Christmas story in cantata form, in a 
church where there is no choir, or in lieu 
of a cantata.

These films will reach 
more Chinese with the gospel than have 
ever been reached at any time previous! 

“God of Creation” goes to Japan, too. 
Retaining its English sound track, it will 
be sent to Japanese universities through 
General Harrison, deputy chief of staff 
under MacArthur.

age—the dangers of old age? At that 
time there is little sowing but much reap- 
ing. It is the wisdom of God that cau- 
tions us to remember that some day even 
the youth will be old. “Remember now 
thy Creator in the days of thy youth, 
while the evil days come not, nor the 
years draw nigh, when thou shalt say, I 
have no pleasure in them” (Eccles. 12:1). 

Old age can be the most satisfying and 
beautiful part of life when we can say to 
our hearts and to our God, “I was not 
disobedient unto the heavenly vision” 
(Acts 26:19), and “I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I have 
kept the faith” (II Tim. 4:7). The crown 
of real joy is first the possession of the 
faithful heart before the crown of life is 
placed onthe head of the faithful serv- 
ant. 

We need not dwell on the tragedy of 
the reaping by those who have sown to 
the wind. There is a couplet that goes 
like this: 


“Only one life, ’*twill soon be past; 
Only what’s done for Christ will last.” 


Now just what is the “dangerous age’? 
To you it is your own present day. Yet 
nothing need cause us to fear it if we 
know the power of the presence of Christ 
in our lives and if our steps are ordered 
of the Lord; for you see, they lead 
straight to the Father’s house if we walk 
in paths of righteousness with Him.

lation, which speaks of the conquering 
saints of the tribulation yet to come, 
how they will “overcome by the blood of 
the Lamb, and the word of their testi- 
mony.” Here again, the blood speaks of 
victory, Christ’s victory obtained at Cal- 
vary. The word of their testimony speaks 
of their personal appropriation of that 
victory on their behalf, and of their 
proclamation of it to the whole world. 

Thus we see it is Christ’s blood that 
has overcome the world, the flesh and 
the devil for us; and if we abide in Him, 
He will keep us from giving place to the 
devil or his emissaries. Our Saviour said 
shortly before Calvary, “The prince of 
this world cometh, and hath nothing in 
me.” We too may be able to say this, if 
we abide in Him, remembering that 
there was no faculty of the Lord’s being, 
no thought of His mind, no look of His 
eyes, no affection of His heart, no deed 
of His hands, no walk of His feet in which 
Satan could find anything to lay hold of 
or use. Thus He had perfect victory, 
and we in Him.

saves both sugar and time.) Or books. 
Look over your shelves and see if you 
can’t spare some. Anyone enjoys the re- 
laxation of a good book, and it would be 
a rich joy to receive some of the Chris- 
tian classics that have recently been re- 
printed. The rate for mailing books is 
extremely low! 

Perhaps you would like to send candy. 
I sent some candy to a missionary and 
when she thanked me, she said the mis- 
sionaries at her station allowed them- 
selves one piece—every fourth day. That 
ought not to be! Why should the mis- 
sionaries be denied such simple pleas- 
ures? There are so many things which 
they have to sacrifice that we should 
make an effort to send them the small 
pleasures. To mail candy, fill an empty 
coffee can with candy that is wrapped 
separately. If you send chocolates, wrap 
each piece in wax paper. Put on the 
cover, seal with adhesive tape and wrap 
as any ordinary package. 


N a ALSO ENJOY re- 
ceiving new material which they can 
use in their teaching. They use Scrip- 
turegraphs much of the time with the 
natives who can’t read, and need new 
figures from time to time. (Color the fig- 
ures before you send them. No matter 
how busy you are, they are still busier 
trying to reach hundreds for the Lord.) 
Or send Sunday school Bible pictures 
to give to those who come to mission 
meetings. 

It isn’t expensive to send things to mis- 
sionaries. The postal rate to China is 
22 cents a pound. Your postmaster will 
gladly tell you the rate to the other 
countries. You do have to make out a 


customs declaration card, and be sure to 
mark your package “unsolicited gift.” It 
is better to send two or three small 
packages than one large package, be- 
cause smaller ones are not so likely to 
be stolen. 

If you send a package to a missionary, 
some one is sure to warn you not to do it 
by saying the duty is too high. That may 
be true if you send things in large 
amounts, but it does not seem to affect 
small packages. However, it is best to 
wash clothes first, so that they come 
under the classification of “used,” and to 
put a very nominal price as the cost of 
anything sent. Because of this bugaboo, 
I have written missionaries and offered 
to pay the duty, but always they replied 
either that there was no duty, or that 
the duty was so low it wasn’t worth 
mentioning. 

It is really vital that more Christians 
adopt missionaries, because at the present 
time, with the unsettled world conditions, 
it is becoming more and more difficult to 
get large shipments through the govern- 
ment red tape. Blue Cross shipments 
were held up for months in India be- 
cause the new government couldn’t find 
a Blue Cross. (Blue Cross is a term 
used to designate missionary or hospital 
supplies.) 

Missionaries in South America can use 
old greeting cards. (I use the term greet- 
ing cards because that includes Christ- 
mas cards as well as cards for other 
special occasions.) One missionary was 
transferred to a new town and used the 
cards in her door-to-door visitation work. 
The people listened to her invitation to 
the meetings because she gave them the 
bright cards for pictures on their walls. 
At Christmastime she gave the used cards 
to everyone who attended the meetings.

She could use hundreds of cards if they 
were sent to her. 

A few simple rules should be followed 
when sending cards. Throw away those 
which have long messages written on the 
back, because the postal authorities con- 
sider them letters and will not pass them 
as printed matter. Cut off the short mes- 
sages also, though you can leave the 
written name on. Mail them in a manila 
envelope that closes with a clip. Don’t 
use a custom declaration but do write 
“Printed Matter” on the envelope. The 
rate is so cheap that no matter how 
often you mail such cards, it will still 
surprise you. 


i You EVER notice the 
hours Christian women waste? The next 
time you are at a gathering of church 
women notice the time they spend talk- 
ing with their hands idle. Have you 
wished there were some polite way you 
could redeem this time? Try knitting. 
You can learn to knit simple patterns 
without looking at the work. I heard of 
a woman who learned to knit with her 
hands behind her back so that she could 
give her attention to the person to whom 
she was talking. This woman made the 
effort because she was anxious to knit for 
soldiers. We can knit for missionaries. 
The blind knit. It only takes practice to 
knit without watching. 

May I recommend “soakers” as simple 
to make and always needed. You will 
find a place for as many as you can knit 
in your spare time. Missionaries and 
their converts frequently have babies, and 
each baby needs from two to a dozen, 
varying with the climate. 

There are several ways that you can 
get money to carry on your personal 
missionary program. You could use your 
tithe, but as we are supposed to give tithe 
and offerings, it is nice to make this our 
offering. 

If your income is limited, isn’t there 
some extra job you can do in your neigh- 
borhood, such as baby sitting, or caring 
for a lawn when the neighbor is away? 
Or before you go out to buy something, 
decide what you can afford to pay for it; 
then hunt for something a little less ex- 
pensive and give the amount you save to 
the Lord. Or deny yourself something. 
One of my friends has an old-fashioned 
wall telephone. She wanted one of the 
new, more convenient hand sets. She 
saved the money for it; then decided to 
keep the wall phone and give the money 
to the Lord. If we really mean business 
with the Lord, we will be willing to deny 
ourselves to give to Him. 

One especially nice reward for having 
your own missionary is the joy of praying 
for him. You will enjoy praying for mis- 
sionaries so much more when you know 
the definite needs and the answers. And 
as you pray, and come to know your 
missionary, you will love him as one of 
your own family—and isn’t that what he 
is, your brother in Christ? 

But the best part of having a personal 
missionary program is that it is scrip- 
tural! In I Corinthians 16:15 Paul says, 
“They have addicted themselves to the 
ministry of the saints.” 
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Mixed Marriage Mix-up 


OVE is blind!” At least it can be dem- 
i onstrated that love has some blind 
spots. One of these is its tendency to 
provide easy justification for the mar- 
riage of Protestants to Roman Catholics. 

Such “mixed marriages” are common 
and the effects far-reaching. Parents and 
young people should be alert to the pit- 
falls that beset such an amalgamation. 
We may be certain that the blind spot is 
only temporary; and the enlightenment, 
however gradual or long delayed, is sure 
to reveal the tragic consequences of such 
a union. ; 

You have probably met John. He be- 
longs to a Protestant church, possibly 
your church. You may not know his 
friend Mary, but she ‘is worth knowing. 
She has the qualities a wide-awake chap 
is looking for: beauty, vivacity and good 
sense. John met her at school and fell 
in love with her almost at once. They 
had several dates. Then one day he in- 
vited her to attend church with him. She 
replied, “I should like to, but I am a 
Catholic. I’m broad-minded, though, so 
that shouldn’t make any difference to

our friendship.” So they agreed to dis- 
agree. 

Friendship ripened into courtship. John 
kept hoping that Mary would some day 
attend his church, but she was firm in 
her stand. Though she respected his re- 
ligious convictions, she was born a Cath- 
olic and would remain one till she died. 
If they were to be married, it must be 
on the basis of mutual forbearance in 
this matter of religion. To this “com- 
mon-sense” solution, though he had lin- 
gering doubts as to the wisdom of it, John 
at last assented, and they became en- 
gaged. 

Having decided to marry, they begin to 
consider the things that make for suc- 
cess in marriage. They read books that 
explain the physical and psychelogical 
laws of connubial harmony. They inquire 
concerning the laws of the state relating 
to marriage. Then they discover another 
law which they have not previously taken 
into account, the canon law of the Roman 
Catholic Church. This law, they are to 
learn, says many things concerning their 
marriage.

Mary brings out her catechism, and 
they read in it about the sacramental 
nature of matrimony and the right of the 
Church to legislate on the subject. Then 
they come upon the statement: “The 
Church does forbid the marriage of Cath- 
olics with persons who have a different 
religion .. .” 

Just like that! The Church has a right 
to make laws. This is one of the laws. 
“We may not marry!” 

But there must be some provision. 
They know of couples that have mar- 
ried. Oh, yes, there it is. One of the 
articles prescribes conditions under which 
the Church grants a dispensation for 
mixed marriage. They breathe easily 
again. 

John reads silently for a moment, his 
brow becoming furrowed as he proceeds. 
Then he looks up. “Mary, darling, I don’t 
like this. Why, it’s like having a third 
party tell us what we may do. If my pas- 
tor marries us, we shall have to make 
promises only to one another, and not to 
an outside party. What do you say?” 

For answer Mary takes the book from 
him. She reads the article describing the 
conditions. She doesn’t like them either, 
but the statement ends with the words: 
“The marriage ceremony must not be 
repeated before a _ heretical minister. 
Without these promises the Church will 
not consent to a mixed marriage, and if 
the Church does not consent the mar- 
riage is unlawful.” She reads the next 
article: “Catholics who marry before a 
Protestant minister incur excommunica- 
0n....” 

Poor Mary! To her the sacraments of 
the Catholic Church are the means of 
salvation. It is a serious matter to be 
denied the sacraments of penance and 
holy communion. Furthermore, to have 
her Church declare her marriage “un- 
lawful’ would mean that in the judg- 
ment of the Church and of many of her 
friends they would be living in sin and 
their children would be illegitimate. As 
she reads, she weeps.

- PLAN TO VISIT Father 
O’Brien to talk over the matter. At first 
he is intent on converting John. When 
John makes it plain that he will not 
change, the priest turns to the terms on 
which a mixed marriage may be con- 
tracted. John must first take a course 
of instruction in the teachings of the 
Catholic Church. (The priest repudiates 
John’s suggestion that Mary take a simi- 
lar course in the tenets of his church. 
That is absolutely forbidden.) After in- 
struction, both parties will be required to 
sign an antenuptial agreement, which, 
with other considerations, will be the 
basis on which the bishop will grant a 
dispensation to marry. 
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This agreement, to be signed in the 
presence of the priest and two witnesses, 
is difficult for John to accept. In addi- 
tion to agreeing to abide by the rules of 
the Church concerning divorce, they must 
promise that all their children “shall be 
baptized only in the Roman Catholic 
Church, and shall be educated only in 
the Roman Catholic faith.” John must 
promise that he will not interfere with 
Mary in the free exercise of her religion, 
and that, in the event of her death, he 
will carry out the provisions regarding 
the children. Both of them must fur- 
ther agree to give the head of the dio- 
cese the right to enforce these promises, 
and, in the event of violation of them, 
“empower him to give full force and 
effect to the agreements.” The promises, 
moreover, are to be binding on their 
executors, heirs or next of kin. 

Besides all this, Mary will be required 
to sign a separate agreement to continue 
to practice faithfully the Catholic reli- 
eion, to observe its rules against birth 
control, and to seek by all means to con- 
vert her husband to the Catholic faith. 

Certainly John had not bargained for 
all this when he fell in love and proposed 
to this sweet girl. All he desired was to 
marry Mary. Now he discovers that he 
must enter upon a contract with a prelate 
of a church in whose tenets he does not 
pelieve; a contract more binding than 
the marriage vow itself (for that ceases 
at the death of either party) ; a contract 
binding him, if his wife dies first, and 
their heirs or relatives, if they both die, 
to rear his children, his own flesh and 
blood, in a religion that denies validity 
to his faith and will teach them that their 
father is a lost soul. 

Perhaps John has had enough. If, 
however, he feels that his love for Mary 
outweighs all other considerations, he 
may be ready to go through with it in 
spite of all this. If so, he will discover 
that the Church has yet further humilia- 
tion for them. 

The dispensation allowing the priest to 
marry them also binds him to demon- 
strate the Church’s displeasure by a pre- 
scribed attitude of “coldness.” He is for- 
bidden to celebrate the nuptial mass. The 
wedding may not take place in the 
church, nor even in the sacristy (vestry). 
The clergyman is not allowed to don his 
sacred vestments. He must wear his or- 
dinary clothes and perform the service 
in the rectory. He is not to use holy 
water, nor bless the rings, nor pray. They 
will repeat the marriage vows. He will 
pronounce them man and wife. The 
Church will call their marriage “lawful.” 
That is all! 


oe, have you had enough? 
Or will you sign away your right to be 
head of your own family and commit to 
others the spiritual training of your un- 
born children? Will you allow others to 
harden Mary against your Christ and 
make her your spiritual enemy before 


you marry her? Will you accept the 
Church’s dictum that your wife and chil- 
dren may not even be buried in the same 
cemetery with you? Will you so readily 
lay aside your future peace of mind and 
your fellowship with Christ?

Yes, John, you must consider Christ in 
this. For though Mary is under the juris- 
diction of Roman canon law, you are 
under the rule of Jesus Christ. The Bible 
is your guide book, and obedience to its 
instructions is the only wise and safe 
procedure. The question, Who is to 
marry us? is not nearly as important as 
the question, Is this God’s will for my 
life? 

You ask, “What light does the Bible 
shed on my problem?” If you seek for it 
you will find a great deal. In the Old 
Testament God’s people were forbidden 
to marry people of other religions. The 
evil results of such marriages are often 
mentioned by Moses, the historians and 
the prophets. The New Testament con- 
sistently indicates that Christians are to 
marry those of like precious faith. Then 
there is the admonition that a believer is 
not to be “unequally yoked” with an un- 
believer, a principle that is certainly ap- 
plicable to the problem of mixed mar- 
riage. 

Our nation, John, needs Christian 
homes. Such homes cannot be estab- 
lished on mere physical satisfactions plus 
the submission of a true Christian to the 
arrogant claims of Roman Catholic canon 
law. Christian homes are built on the 
foundation of mutual faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ and mutual love of the Word 
of God and prayer, plus the love and 
trust and consideration that should al- 
ways characterize family life. 

Yes, John, love has a blind spot. Wake 
up, or it will wreex your life!

Most Christians can trace God’s hand in bringing them 


under the influence of the gospel. Here is 


an interesting testimony which might be the same as yours.

capital, and entering that great institu- 
tion of higiner learning named for the 
Father of our Country, George Washing- 
ton University. The week of September 
23 was an unusually trying one, because 
of registration at the university for the 
first time, with all its problems, and at- 
tendance at classes in an entirely new 
environment. 

This was my first college experience, 
and it was a far cry from high school in 
a small western Ohio town! I was now 
in the midst of an experience which 
“thrilled me, filled me with fantastic ter- 
rors never felt before” (to use a bit of 
hyperbole). 

At that time, my religious background 
was not very impressive. As a child I 
had attended Sunday school and church, 
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but for several years I had not been in 
the habit of going to church. Then in 
1940, I attended for a while a small Lu- 
theran church near where I roomed. I 
went because I thought that going to 
church would make it just that better for 
me in the far-off but inevitable day of 
judgment before God. I guess I thought 
God would get along better because I was 
going to church! 

But frankly, as a twenty-year-old 
American, presumably a Christian, living 
in a so-called Christian land, I had no 
conception at all of a relationship to God, 
and of what being a Christian really 
meant. I cannot recall ever having given 
a conscious thought to the salvation of 
my soul; but as a result of my home 
teaching, I had grown to believe that if I 
did the best I could morally, and tried to 
keep the Ten Commandments, I would 


probably go to heaven when I died. After 
all, what more could be asked of me than 
the best I could do? Besides, nobody 
else I knew (except a few religious fa- 
natics) was concerned about eternity, so 
I wasn’t either. 

Against this background, by far the 
greatest event in my life occurred on 
September 29, 1940. 

I spent the bright sunshiny 
morning of Sunday, September 29, in 
Dupont Circle, struggling to assimilate 
some difficult facts about Paleolithic man. 
I was rather discouraged and disgusted 
with the whole idea of a college educa- 
tion (especially working my way through 
and attending evening classes), but I 
looked forward to supper that evening 
with friends as a pleasant diversion. 

At this supper, I met Bob Wyatt, a 
recent graduate of Moody Bible Institute, 
Chicago, and a prospective foreign mis- 
sionary. That night he was going to at- 
tend an evangelistic meeting conducted 
by the noted scientist, author, and 
preacher Dr. Harry Rimmer. Because my 
interest in the speaker had been suffi- 
ciently aroused, I consented to attend the 
meeting. As I look back now, I can trace 
God’s hand in every detail connected 
with getting me under the sound of the 
gospel, and how I marvel at it! 

Bob and I went to the meeting. I sup- 
pose I enjoyed the song service; I know 
I enjoyed the sermon that followed. I 
cannot recall title or text, but I know 
full well the substance of the message— 
a debt once paid cannot be charged 
again! In every possible way, the speak- 
er drove home the vital truth that Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, had died upon 
the cross for the sins of the world, and 
that those who accept Him as their own 
personal Saviour are saved—their debt of 
sin has been canceled, and cannot be 
charged against them again! 

During the service, I noticed 
somewhat strange and unusual emotions 
stirring within me. Strange and unusual 
they were to me then, but now I under- 
stand perfectly—the Holy Spirit of God 
was moving upon my heart, convicting 
me of my sins, and trying to get me to 
place saving faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ (John 16:8, 14). 

At the conclusion of the message, a 
hymn was sung, and anxious souls were 
invited to come forward to receive Christ 
as Saviour or to discuss further the mat- 
ter of their salvation. During this song, 
the intensity of my conviction deepened, 
and I actually felt for a while as though 
I were on fire inside! However, by a 
mighty effort, I resisted the impulse to 
go forward. 

Now, I did not know one word of the 
Bible at that time, or one point of the- 
ology, but I did know that I wasn’t right 
with God, and that I ought to get right 
with Him; nevertheless, I still said “no” 
in my heart. I hoped that perhaps after 
church these strange feelings would 
abate, and I could dismiss the whole 
business. (Thus, I suppose, Satan be- 
lieved that his master weapon, procras- 
tination, had worked again.) 

As we rode home, Bob opened the 
conversation along spiritual lines by ask- 
ing me whether I had accepted Christ as 
my Saviour. “Well,” I replied, “I have 
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always believed in God, and have tried to 
keep the Ten Commandments. [What a 
singularly inept answer! I have received 
it myself dozens of times since in doing 
personal work.] But somehow—I didn’t 
understand it—I felt as though I ought to 
go forward tonight.” 

He, of course, knew how bewildered I 
was, having himself passed through a 
somewhat similar experience before com- 
ing to Christ as Saviour a few years be- 
fore. He suggested that we stop and talk 
about the matter. I readily agreed, so he 
parked the car, and from his open Bible 
pointed out to me God’s plan of salvation. 

He talked with me a long time. I asked 
questions from time to time, and it 
seemed as though gradually I began to 
understand what it was all about. But it 
was so different from anything I had 
heard before! And I still did not know 
exactly what I was supposed to do about 
it. 

After talking with me and reading 
from the Bible, he suggested we pray to- 
gether. We bowed our heads, and he 
first led in prayer. (To me prayer had 
always been something abstract and un- 
real, and God had been a Person far, far 
away; but I noted that to Bob prayer was 
a means of communication between him 
and a God who was personal, real, and 
near at hand!) 

Then Bob suggested that I pray 
aloud. I was willing, so I started. “O 
God...” But I got no further! Words 
simply wouldn’t come! And I had a most 
awful sensation of choking, of not being 
quite able to surmount an obstacle in 
front of me. (This, of course, was Sa- 
tan’s last frantic, futile effort to prevent 
my salvation—II Cor. 4:4-6). 

Bob prompted, “Tell the Lord you know 
you are a sinner; that you believe Christ 
died for your sins; and that tonight you 
want to accept Him, trust Him, as your 
own personal Saviour, and want God, for 
Christ’s sake, to forgive you, and save 
you.” 

I did, and as I was praying thus, an 
ineffable peace flooded my soul. A great 
burden—my sins, lifted completely! Pres- 
ently, when I had finished, I looked up, 
and it seemed as though out in that 
10:00 p.m. darkness I could see a light 
dawning! Well, a greater light than 
morning sun had dawned for me; my 
soul had been saved—I had been born 
again (John 3:3), and translated from 
spiritual darkness to light (Col. 1:13; 
I Pet. 2:9)! 


I have rejoiced ever since that 
September 29, 1940, ever dawned, and that 
I ever came as a poor, lost, hell-bound 
sinner to the feet of Jesus Christ, and 
took Him as my own personal Saviour! 
How different my life has been since 
then! How infinitely more worth while 
is life in Him, with Him, and for Him! 

And so I want to invest my life as a 
missionary of the cross in some far-off 
land of heathen darkness, telling those 
who are lost, without hope, and without 
God in the world, the good news that 
Jesus saves! And then, some day, I will, 
according to His Word, go to meet Him 
in glory, to be forever with Him—all be- 
cause, on September 29, 1940, J was born 
again!

1. I seek at the beginning to 
get my heart into such a state 
that it has no will of its own in 
regard to a given matter.

2. Having done this, I do not 
leave the result to feeling or 
simple impression.

3. I seek the will of the Spirit 
of God through, or in connec- 
tion with, the Word of God. 

The Spirit and the Word must 
be combined. If I look to the 
Spirit alone without the Word, 
I lay myself open to great delu- 
sions also. If the Holy Ghost 
guides us at all, He will do it 
according to the Scriptures and 
never contrary to them. 


4. Next I take into account 
providential circumstances. 
These often plainly indicate 
God’s will in connection with 
His Word and Spirit.

5. I ask God in prayer to re- 
veal His will to me aright. 


6. Thus, through prayer to 
God, the study of the Word, and 
reflection, I come to a deliberate 
judgment according to the best 
of my ability and knowledge, 
and if my mind is thus at peace, 
and continues so after two or 
three more petitions, I proceed 
accordingly. 

In trivial matters, and in 
transactions involving the most 
important issues, I have found 
this method always effective.
